Ottawa, May 9.— The Governor Gen- 
eral has deputed Capt. Newton, A.D.C., 
to represent him on the occasion of 
the arrival in Canada of Prince Fush- 
lml, of Japan, and accompany him 
across the continent. Joseph Pope, 
C.M.G., under secretary of state, will 
by the representative of the Dominion 
government. An elaborate programme 
for .the entertainment and comfort of 
the prince will be arranged. A ro 
train, similar to the one which Prince 
Arthur of Connaught travelled In, will 
be placed at the disposal of his royal 
highness. In order to afford the prince 
a longer stay in Canada, Earl Grey 
has cabled to the British government 
inviting him to defer his departur 
from tiio Dominion until July 8th, by 
the Empress of Japan, which would 
give him a clear month in Canada, and 
the additional advantage of making the 
journey from England to Japan en 
tirely under the British ilag. 

Miss Eileen Clemow, one of the most 
beautiful and accomplished belles of 
the capital, granddaughter of the lat 
Senator Clemow, committed suicide 
today by discharging a revolver into 
her mouth. It is said disappointment 
in a love affair was the cause of her 
rash act. No Inquest will bo held. 

The Governor General and Hon. 
Messrs. Fielding and Fisher left for 
England this afternoon. 

Col. Tilton, of the Dominion Rifle 
association, has received a cablegram 
from the secretary of the National 
Ride association, Bisley, England, in- 
forming him that an English team will 
proceed to Australia in August to take 
part in the rifle meetings there, and 
asking If it could not be arranged to 
have a contest with the United States 
and Canadian teams for the Palma 
trophy at the Rockcliffo ranges, Ot- 
tawa, during tho first week in Sep- 
tember. Col. Tilton has communicated 
with tho president of the U. S. associ- 
ation, and. there Is little doubt that 
a match can bo arranged. 

Mayor Garneau, of Quebec, has been 
obliged to decline the appointment to 
the civil service commission, and Mr. 
Dazln, of that city, has been ap- 
pointed In his place. 

Tho Conservative association has 
decided to recommend to tho Whitney 
government tho appointment of Berke- 
ley Powell, ex-M.L.A. for Ottawa, to 
fill the position of sheriff of Carleton. 

Tho Department of Labor has re- 
ceived an application on behalf of the 
employees of the Cumberland Coal and 
Railway Co., at Sprlhghill, N.S., coal 
mines, for a board of conciliation and 
investigation in connection with vari- 
ous matters in dispute, between the 
company and the miners. The com- 
pany employs 1,700 men. 

TELEGRAPH OPERATORS. 

Negotiations Between C. P< R. and 
Men End Agreeably. 

Winnipeg, May 0.— Negotiations 
which have been progressing during 
the past two months between the Can- 
dian Pacific Railway Company's tele- 
graph, western lines, represented by 
General Superintendent B. S. Jenkins 
and Division Supts. J. Tait, J. McMil- 
lan and^ James Wilson, meeting at 
Winnipeg, Calgary and Vancouver with 
staff committees of tho telegraphers, 
have been brought to a peaceful and 
satisfactory close. 

Tho telegraphers asked for ollicial 
recognition of their union, an eight- 
hour day, seven hours night and six 
and one-half hours late night, a Hat 
Increase of 20 per cent, in salaries of 
all telegraphers on tho previous 
month's payroll, and annual vacations 
with pay. 

Tho company refused for tho pro- 
sent to Officially recognize the C. T. 
V. A., and also declined to grant an- 
nual vacations with pay. Tho agree- 
ment reached provides for a half hour 
reduction In hours to the night staff, 
and salary increases averaging about 
15 per cent. 

Salaries and working conditions id 
Calgary and Vancouver have been 
placed on a parity with Winnipeg, a'nd 
the smaller offices on the Central, 
Western and Pacific divisions have re- 



ceived Increases ranging from $5 per 
month. The negotiations were con- 
ducted with remarkably good feeling 
throughout on both sides. With a pre- 
sent stuff of sixty operators at Wlnnl 
peg, the increase at this oflico alono 
amounts to a lnrge sum. It is a well 
merited recognition on the part of the 
company of tho importance of Its tele 
graph statf, to whom tho public en 
trust tho inviolability of their tele 
grams. It is a significant fact, which 
reflects honor upon the operating do 
partment, that not since the instltu 
tion by the C. P. R. of Its telegraph 
department has there boon 1-n a case 
proven whore an operator betrayed the 
contents of a telegram. 



CHURCH TRIAL BLOCKED 

Cayuga, . Out., May 9. — Tho church 
trial at Cayuga ends in a fiasco. Th 
trial of Rev. J. H. Dyke on somo six 
charges which were laid by Alex. 
Mitchell, was blocked at its outset on 
a technicality, the omission of dates 
from tho charges. Tho board of trial 
then set Itself out to find a means of 
settlement, which was arrived at after 
considerable delay. A retraction was 
drawn up and signed by each party 
and will bo read in the pulpits of the 
church of tho circuit on Sunday May 



NANAIMO NOTES 

Nanaimo, May 9.— St. Phillip's 
ch'iroh, Anglican, in Cedar district, 
was burned to the ground this after- 
noon. The fire caught from some 
burning brush nearby, and despite tho 
heroic efforts of those in the vicin- 
ity tho church was completely de- 
stroyed. The loss Is about $2,000. 
Rov. G. A. Bagshaw is the incumbent. 
The church was erected some 12 or 15 
years ago. The rectory Is Intact. 

Rev. G. W. Taylor, of Wellington, 
left this morning for Ottawa, whero 
he hits been summoned by the marine 
fisheries department. Mr. Taylor's 
mission to Ottawa is in regard to the 
biological station, which has been un- 
der consideration for some time by 
the government, to be placed some- 
where near Nanaimo, probably at De- 
parture bay. 

The coal bore at Parksvllle has now 
sunk to Us capacity and a new 3,000 
foot moro ordured Is expected any 
day, when boring operations will bo 
carried on uninterruptedly. Tho bore 
nt Cedar district last night brought 
out Indications to show that a. small 
seam of coal had been struck. Good 
reports are expected this week.

ITAR/ PRECAUTIONS TAKEN 



Native Lawyer Who Organized Move- 
ment Arrested and Sent Out 
of Province 



La Hora, British India, May 9. — 
Everything seems to point to the im- 
minence of a native outbreak here, and 
the authorities are taking all the steps 
necessary to surpross it by force of 
arms. 

The political situation ia hourly as- 
suming a graver aspect. Bands of 
stalwart rustics, armed with bludgeons 
who have been enlisted by the lead- 
ers of tho seditious movement are 
crowding into tho native city, and 
troops of all arms and bodies of police, 
mounted and unmounted, are being 
drafted into tho city of La Hore from 
all parts of the province Tho fortifi- 
cations of La Horo have been subject- 
ed to a special inspection, and the ar- 
tillerymen have been re-inforced. 

The Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Punjab, Sir Daniel Ibbotson is taking 
activo measures to circumvent any 
possible outbreak. Ho has Issued a 
proclamation prohibiting meetings of 
every kind, and solemly warning tho 
the public not to attend any assem- 
blages under pain of severo punish- 
ment. 

In addition to this tho Lieut. Gov- 
ernor has struck at the root of the 
revolutionary movement by causing 
the arrest this afternoon of a lawyer, 
Lajpatria, who practiced in the chief 
court of Punjab, and who was the 
leader, financier and organizer of most 
of the seditious demonstrations and 
revolutionary v'ots "In the Punjab. 
Immediately after being taken into 
custody Lajpatria was deported to 
another province. 

His arrest aused a profound sensa- 
tion among the Hindus, who hitherto 
had believed that the authorities would 
not dare to take such drastic action. 
Another revolutionary leader for 
whoso arrest a warrant has neon 
Issued, received an intimatlon_of the 
action taken by the authorities. Ho 
escaped from Lahore and is now in 
hiding. 



"Winnipeg, May 9. — William Newman 
& Co., contractors, are to secure the 
first contract in connection with the 
civic power scheme. The board of 
control has recommended to the coun- 
cil that the tender of this firm to 
construct the grading for the tram- 
way from Point. Dubois to Lac du 
Bonnet be accepted. The price is about 
$55,000. The balance of the estimated 
cost of $250,000 for the tramway is 
made up of the cost of rails and ties 
for the tramway and bridge over the 
river. 

Tho controllers also decided today 
to recommend tb council tliat tenders 
be called at onco for the construction 
of the plant at Point Dubois, the 
transmission Unfes and tho sUb-sla- 
ions in Winnipeg. The tenders, it is 
understood, will bo called in by Sep- 
tember 1. Advertisements will be in- 
serted In Canudr., United States and 
Great Britain. This action of tho 
controllers puts aside all doubts as to 
the intention to proceed with the pow- 
er scheme.

Tho tax will have 
the effect of considerably restricting 
immigration' to tho United States, and 
an important matter which Is ongag- 
ing tho attention of tho,. Canadian 
Pacific management is how far Canada 
can legitimately benefit by tho peopling 
of the West from the new law.

CANNERY AT MEDICINE HAT. 



Boise, Idaho, May 9,-Wm. D. Hay- 
wood, the first of the alleged partici- 
pants In tho conspiracy of revenge by 
which it is averred the assassination 
of ev-Govornor Steuncnberg was plot- 
ted and executed, was placed upon 
trial for his life today. Counsel for 
the state and prisoner entered at onco 
upon the examination of talesmen, 
and kept steadily at tho task for five 
hours. No talesman was accepted 
as a juror, but successful progress 
was made, and the Indications are 
that a jury may bo obtained by tho 
end of next week. 

The opening day of the trial was 
earnest and businesslike. Its chief 
feature was the absenco of crowds or 
demonstrations, At no time was tho 
court room more than half full, and 
tho streets forming tho court houso 
square contained not a single loiterer. 
Tho case was halted shortly before 5 
o'clock by the exhaustion of tho jury 
panel, and an adjouriment was taken 
until Monday. Meantime, the sheriff 
will summon a special venlro of 100 
men. Tho eleven men under exam- 
ination, but not yet finally accepted 
or rejected, wero locked up and will 
bo closely guarded. 

Haywood was brought to the court 
room in the morning. He foundyhis 
family seated at tho right of his seat, 
in front of which wero ids counsel. Ho . 
devoted moro attention to his young- 
ost daughter than to any one else, 
and "took practically no part in the 
examination. Haywood seems con- 
tont to leave matters to his lawyers. 
Ho sat quietly in his chair during the 
day. Mrs. Haywood and tho older 
daughter stood tho ordeal woll, ap- 
parently, but the young child cried 
after tho examination of talesmen be- 
gan.

Tho questioning by the defenco took 
a much wider rango than that by tho 
state. It dealt with tho posslblo 
effect upon tho minds of talesmen of 
the letter of President Roosevelt In 
calling Haywood and his associates 
"undesirable citizens." 

The speeches in Idaho of Secretary 
Taft, the message of Governor Good- 
ing to the legislature, the speech in 
Boise of Senator Heyburn and tho 
action of the Idaho legislature in ap- 
propriating money for tho prosecution 
of tho prisoners wero also dealt with. 

The talesmen all sworo that they 
had not been influenced by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's letter or tho "speeches 
of other officials, national or state. A 
majority of them said they were Re- 
publicans. 

The custom of the Idaho courts in 
selecting juries for criminal cases is 
to call twelve talesmen to tho Jury 
box and to keep tho box full. Tho 
state first conducts a complete exam- 
ination until tweive have been passed. 
Then the body of tho talesmen passes 
to tho defence for examination. The 
state passed twelve men early this af- 
ternoon, and the general examination 
Is in the hands of the defenco. Eleven 
men wero in tho box at tho conclu- 
sion of today's session. Only three 
have been passed by both sides. Thev 
have not been finally accepted and 
sworn, and are still subject to per- 
emptory challenges. The three are- 
, Ba j n : a carpenter and veteran 
oi the civil war; Wm. Van Orns- 
dale, a grocer of Boise; Samuel D.

Resolution Sent to the Dominion 
Government by Joint Gen- 
eral Committee 



Winnipeg, May 5. — A most peculiar 
action has been taken by the joint 
general committee of the order of 
railway conductors and the brother- 
hood of railroad trainmen and repres- 
enting all employees on the railways 
of the Canadian west from Fort Wil- 
liam to tho Pacific Coast. They have 
sent a strong resolution to the Do- 
minion government strenuously op- 
posing' the proposed legislation by that 
body having in view the enactment of 
a law making two cents a mile tho 
maximum rate for passenger travel 
in Canada. 

They state they have In no respect 
been prompted by any of tho otllcials 
of the railways in taking this action 
and are apparently afraid that if such 
legislation goes into effect they would 
not receive tho same consideration as 
formerly as regards wages. 

The resolution which was passed 
unanimously is as follows: 

To the Honorable Members of the 
House of Commons from tho Prov- 
inces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
Alberta and British Columbia. 
"That the throe chairman bo auth- 
orized and instructed to draw up a 
statement as emanating from this 
joint general committee, opposing the 
agitation for tho two cent pasuenger 
rate, and that a copy of same bo 
forwarded to the several members of 
parliament representing the constitu- 
encies in which tho members repres- 
ented by this body are employed. 

"We are practical railway men, ac- 
tively engaged in railway service, op- 
pose tho measure for tho following 
reasons: 

"First — Wo '• consider it manifestly 
unfair to attempt to reduce the pas- 
senger rate in this country to the rate 
as applied in older and more densely 
populated countries. Tho coat of 
operation in this country on account 
of the extreme cold and snow storms 
In the winter time, is not to be com- 
pared with the cost of operation in 
the greater part of Canada on account 
of the extreme cold and snow storms 
in the winter time, it is not to be 
compared with the cost of operation of 
tho roads further south, where cllmat 
ic conditions are not so severe. That 
and tho largo amount of territory 
traversed by railways in Canada, 
where the volume of passenger traflle 
is so light that it would absolutely 
mean the abolition of passenger trains 
for the slower and more remunerative 
mixed trains; and further, we do not 
believe tho railways can give tho ser- 
vice they now do if the rate is to be 
reduced. They will simply have to 
cut expenses by reducing the number 
of trains and crowding thoso which 
are run. 

" — If this rate is applied, how 
about tho excursion rates, such as 
homoseekers, industrial exhibitions, 
farm laborers, hockey teams and sport- 
ing clubs of all kinds that now, in 
many cases, enjoy a much lower rate 
than two cents per mile? In fact, to 
take the farm laborer as an instance, 
they have been brought west hereto- 
fore from tho eastern provinces to 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan for about 
$10 per passenger and return for $18. 
Wo are of the opinion that If the two 
cent rate goes into effect t lie railways 
will have to (in self defence) make 
all passengers pay the maximum rate. 
This will mean untold hardships on 
the farmers of these western prairies 
who are dependent on the help they 
receive from the laborers' excursions, 
and the men certainly (in our opinion- 
will not come west if they are com- 
pelled to pay more for railway faro 
than they can earn in the two or 
three months which constitute the 
harvest and threshing time in this 
country. 

"We are therefore of the opinion that 
it would be suicidal to the interests of 
the Canadian west to enact a law en- 
forcing a maximum two-cent passen- 
ger rate on the railways of Canada, 
and would earnestly pray that you 
will use your influence in opposition to 
this law." 

"We wish to draw your attention to 
the fact that this action of the joint 
general committee has in no respect 
been prompted by any of the officials 
of the railways. It is simply the vol- 
untary outcome of our deliberations 
and discussions for the welfare of the 
railways * and railway employees.

When the amount of power taken 
exceeds 20,000 the price per horse 
power for tho whole block to bo $10 
As over 40,000 horso power has al- 
ready been applied for by tho western 
municipalities concerned, it may be 
taken for granted that tho price will 
be figured at $10. 

Tho commission reserves the right 
to purchase power from other sources 
such a provision being considered ad- 
vlsablo on account of tho necessity of 
having a continuous supply in case of 
accident. Tho amount of tho extra 
power and tho territory to be served 
arc among the points not yet definite- 
ly settled. 

It is probable ■ that some of tho 
other companies will avail themselves 
of tho opportunity thus afforded of 
supplying part of tho power which 
may be required. Penalties aro pro- 
vided- for in case of non-continuity of 
service. Tho Ontario Power Co. has 
authority to generate 180,000 h.p. at 
Niagara, and may export one-third of 
this amount, leaving 120,000 h.p. to 
dispose of in Ontario. They have five 
generators already 'installed, producing 
55,000 h.p. 

PRINCE VON BUELOW 

Berlin, May 9.— Rumors recently 
current hero 'and abroad that there 
has arisen a misunderstanding be- 
tween Emperor William and Prince 
Von Buelow, the imperial chancellor, 
were today mot with a strongly word- 
ed official denial.

Tangier, May 0.— Rumors of serious 
trouble at Morocco City have come in 
hero from native, sources. It Is de- 
clared that the powerful Rahma tribe 
havo seized the town and given fill 
foreigners orders to leave within a 
fortnight. They offer to escort the 
foreigners to tho coast. Tho Rahmas 
refuse to recognize the new governor 
of Morocco City, Banghasl, and de- 
clare that they will oppose his en- 
trance with an armed force.

Announcement Made Yesterday 
by Lieut.-Colonel Hall, Com-

ONTARIO ELECTRIC POWER 

Toronto, May D.— With the authori- 
ty of tho government the commission 
has decided to enter into a provisional 
contract with tho Ontario Power Co 
at a rale of $10. 10 per horse-power at 
the transformer .station at Niagara 
This will bo subject to the accept- 
ance of tho formal contracts By the 
municipalities about which there can 
scarcely be any question now that 
better terms by $2 per horse-power 
than previously offered by the com- 
mission aro available. Tho ' commission 
will therefore enter into the contract 
with the Ontario Power Co. provided 
that some minor matters under dis- 
cussion can be specifically arranged, 
and some other points more clearly 
defined. 

All this, It Is anticipated, will be 
satisfactorily arranged in a few days 
as the matters arc of detail merely. 
The current to be contracted for Is 
the usual alternating 3-phase 2, r )-cvcle 
current of CO.OOO voltage. An agreed 
amount of power, with a minimum of 
10.000 horse-power, Is to be kept avail- 
able for tho commission by the com- 
pany at all times. Not less than three- 
fourths of the amount agreed upon 
Is to bo paid ttir monthly. If at any 
time tho amount used exceeds throe- 
fourths of tho amount agreed upon, 
then tho basis of payment shall be 
taken for a specified period of twen- 
ty minutes during t he month or what 
is known as tho "high peak" for the 
continuous time specified. Tho power 
will bo measured by standard Instru- 
ments, sealed and Inspected by tho 
contracting parties. With the mini- 
mum of 10,000 horse power tho com- 
mission will have the right to in- 
crease that amount at any tme by 
giving tblrtv days notice, up to 110,000 
horso power. Tho contract will have 
a duration of ten years, with option 
of renewal for 40 year's. The price 
for the power up to 25,000 horso power 
Is . to be $1.0, 10. per horso power per 



■ Official orders havo been received 
from military headquarters, Ottawa, 
to tho effect that tho Fifth Regiment, 
C. A., shall go into camp on the 
Plains of Macaulay on June 10. This 
announcement was made yesterday by 
Lt.-Col. Hall, the officer in command 
of the corps. He states that it is al- 
together probable that tho organiza- 
tion will march from tho drill hall, 
Menzics street, to the point mentioned 
on Sunday morning, the day previous. 
By adopting such a programme the 
tents would be 'struck and all prelim- 
inary arrangements made before Mon- 
dav, the first official day of the camp, 
which would permit every Individual 
belonging to the militia to obtain the 
full benefit of the instructional 
period. 

Col. Hall says that the same course 
of drills, as has prevailed in previous 
years, will be adhered to In connec- 
tion with the forthcoming camp. This 
means that the garrison and infantry 
companies will be given every oppor- 
tunity to practice on the six-inch 
guns of Fort Macaulay, and to be- 
come acquainted with all tho intrica- 
cies of modern Held tactics. Towards 
the closing days of the outing tho drill 
will assume a more practical aspect 
than previous to that period. The 
massive ordnance with which the 
fortress is equipped will be supplied 
with regulation ammunition, and the 
regimental teams will bo required to 
shoot at a diminutive moving target 
at a range of from one hundred to 
one thousand yards. This training 
will take tho form of a competition, 
the group of men making tho best 
record to be awarded the premier 
honor. The same method will be. adopt- 
ed in connection with infantry drills, 
a number of sham battles being ar- 
ranged in order to test tho efficiency 
of tho various companies. 

As tho probable programme, which 
will be adopted Immediately tin: regi- 
ment goes Into camp, was outlined in 
detail in these columns the other day, 
it is unnecessary to reiterate the de- 
tails. SufHee it to say that from the 
outset rigid military Discipline will be 
maintained. It also is expected that 
all those upon the roll of the militia 
shall be present when the corps taikes 
up its abode at Macaulay Point. Any 
who absent themselves without suffi- 
cient reason, or who fall to answer 
their names at tho regular drills, 
shall be reported to the officers in 
command, and will bo dealt with in a 
stringent manner. In this connection 
it might be well to note that the stat- 
utes give Lt.-Col. Hall power to force 
recalcitrant, members to attend to 
their duties faithfully even if they are 
not so inclined. 



A WORRIED SEA CAPTAIN 

With twenty Chinamen on board his 
ship, all eager to forsake a life on the 
rolling wave, for the more attractive 
pursuit of agricultural life, and with 
bonds amounting to $10,000 put up as 
a guarantee that the Chinaman will 
not leave his vessel while in a British 
port, the captain of flic Woodford Is 
certainly having the time of his life, 
says the New Westminster News. 

The news leaked out yesterday that 
one of tho crew had already escaped, 
and a reward of $250 has been offered 
for his capture. If tho Chinaman Is 
not hack on board tho boat when it 
is ready to sail, the captain will have 
to forfeit $500 to tho government. Tills 
prospect is not in the least attractive 
to him, and in an effort to restrain 
the other, slat eyed sailors from fol- 
lowing their compatriot's example, 
guards have been placed on board the 
vessel, and the Chinamen will be hord- 
ed night and day until tho good ship 
Is once more on the sad sea waves. 
Tho captain of tho ship is offering $5 
a day to men who will undertake to 
prevent the Chinamen from escaping. 
Meanwhile, the missing Chinaman 
Is being sought for in all pats of tho 
city and surrounding country, and 
several parties havo been organized to 
try and corral the. elusive son of the 
Flowery Kingdom, and incidentally 
secure the $250 offered by the captain 
Every Chinaman answering to the 
published description of the deserter 
will be looked upon with suspicion for 
tho next few days, and the chances of 
the eventful escupo of Hop Off aro re- 
mote. 



Ill SUNNY CALIFORNIA 



Canadians Do Not Shed Their 
Sentiments at the Boun- 
dary Line 



Harold Sands, one of tho best 
known British Columbia journalists, 
who Is recuperating nicely at Red-, 
lands, California, is by no means 
losing his patriotic sympathies under 
tho kindly skies of the flowery state. 
A letter which appeared In tho Los 
Angeles Times of recent date, over 
his signature is by no means lacking 
in tills quality. It drew from a fol- 
low Canadian residing at Pasadena the 
following expression of appreciation: 

"Good for you, Brother Sands'. Your 
letter in this morning's Los Angeles 
Times may come as a surprise to some 
of our good American friends, but I 
can vouch for the sentiment you ex- 
press. The thinking men of this 
country realize that Canadians are 
better governed and freer, In the true 
sense of tho word, and law and or- 
der aro not mere words with "Johnny 
Corteau." 

Mr. Sands' letter to the Times was 
in the following terms: 

"Editor the Times, — While it is a 
good sign of the times to ,see. so in- 
fluential a newspaper as the Los An- 
geles Times devoting editorials to 
Canadian subjects, it seems to me 
that the Times has not read the tem- 
per of the people of the Dominion 
aright when it remarked, "Once free 
from the tics which bind her (Can- 
ada) to the home government, self- 
interest would immediately suggest 
annexation to the United States, 

"The Times was moved to make the 
statement In the course of a discussion 
on an important and remarkable ar- 
ticle by Goldwin Smith in a leading 
London magazine, which article, as it 
rightly opines, is bound to create a 
sensation. But that sensation will 
be mostly confined to the United 
States side of tho border. Canadians 
are used to Goldwin Smith. They 
havo heard him declare before, in ef- 
fect, that a union between Canada and 
the United States seems bound to oc- 
cur. But few of them believe him. 
The voice of Goldwin Smith cannot 
even be called the voice of one cry- 
ing in the wilderness; it is simply the 
voice of the sage of The Grange, Tor- 
onto, one of the loveliest spots in east- 
ern Canada. 

"Perhaps there is nobody on this 
continent who admires Goldwin Smith 
more than I do. He is a grand old 
man, and witli some of his views on 
colonial emancipation I heartily 
agree; but that Canada will ever be- 
come' 'annexed,' In the United States 
meaning of the word, I, with several 
million residents of the Dominion, 
look upon as a wildly Inprobable 
dream. There was a time when there 
was a possibility, a slight one, to be 
sure, that Canada might have been 
won over, but that day has passed, as 
surely as tho days of war between 
tho north and the south are gone. If 
Canada ever severs her relations with 
the home government, 'her first im- 
pulse,' as tho Times says, 'will be the 
erection of an independent republic;' 
but I venture to say the majority of 
her people will never have the second 
Impulse which the Times mentions, 
namely, annexation. 

"Far-seeing Canadian statesmen al- 
ways have before them the possibility 
that the day will arrive when Canada 
will no longer say, in the words of 
Kipling, 'daughter am I in my moth- 
er's, house';" Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 
the premier, has not said so in actual 
words, but he has, of a .surety, pic- 
tured to himself Canada as an inde- 
pendent nation as great in all things 
as the marvellous United States. 1 
recall a speech he made before the 
Canadian club at Ottawa in Novem- 
ber, 1904, when Goldwin Smith him- 
self was the honored guest. The lat- 
ter was In reminiscent, but still pes- 
simistic vein. He recalled the Inten- 
sity of the struggle between tho north 
and tho south, and after telling of his 
personal experience with Grant's array 
and in camp with Gen. Ben Butler, he 
said: 

" Garrison, after his long fight with 
slavery, stood victorious on the grave 
of Calhoun. They presented him with 
a complimentary watch. He looked at 
it for a time, and then said: "If it 
were a rotten egg I should know what 
to say to it." Tilings bad not gone 
quite as Garrison expected or as they 
were expected by the too-passionate 
abolitionists, into whose hands recoil-- 
structlon fell. The south has been 
reanncxed, hardly reincorporated. Can 
It be democratic? The pleblans at 
Rome did not think their struggle 
with the patricians over till they bad 
won the. right of Intermarriage. In- 
termarriage, between the races in tho 
south Is hopeless. But without in- 
termarriage can there bo equality? 
Without quality can there bo a repub- 
lic V 

"Sir Wilfrid Laurier was present 
when Goldwin Smith delivered that 
address, and he spoke up nobly for the 
united people of the United Stales. In 
tho course of his speech, tho premier 
showed plainly that he did not believe 
tho day would ever come when Can- 
ada would be annexed to the United 
States; ■ lie spoke, instead, of two 
great nations developing side by side. 

"Prof. Goldwin . Smith seems to fear 
disruption in • the United Stales. I 
am not so despondent as my friend 
appears to be. I think it would lie 
a calamity if such a thing were to 
take place. It would, in my opinion, 
bo nothing short of a calamity if two 
nations were to bo created where only 
one exists today . For jny part, I 
hope the United States shall not be 
disrupted. 1 do not object to their 
extending their dominion to tho north. 
For my part, I am an admirer of the 
American nation. The more 1 have 
studied their history, the more I have 
admired them. Perhaps they arc a 
little too grasping sometimes, perhaps 
they are not always very friendly in 
their Internationa! relations' but with 
all their faults, I like them, and I do 
not •believe, that the citizens or this 
country should be culled upon to hate 
them. But much as I admire the 
United States, there is a country that 
I admire and love still more, and that 
is our own country — Canada, Can- 
ada may not bo as great*, but It is the 
country for which we cherish the 
deepest love and affection. The Do- 
minion may not be as great now, but 
I believe it will be just as great in 
future as the United States. 

"These, the opinions of the first 
Canadian of French descent to become 
prime minister of Canada, aro shared 
by tho majority of Canadians today, 
no matter what their origin. Can- 
ada Is pressing on steadily to the 
great career whlcli destiny has so 
clearly set before her, a career Which 
does not include actual partnership 
with tho United States. It Is recog-

ordinary phenomenon at sea, which 
would appear to have been a sub- 
marine volcanic eruption. The occur- 
rence took place at a point forty miles 
southwest of the Island of Croix, and 
sixty miles west of Belle Isle. The 
men on board the trawlers noticed 
bright flames and intense smoke aris- 
ing from the sea. Believing that some 
vessel was on lire, the trawlers worked 
their way in that direction for tho 
purpose of rendering assistance. They, 
however, could discover nothing of tho 
cause of the fire. Smoke and lire from 
no apparent cause continued through- 
out tho night, and towards morning 
the vessel steamed away to insure her 
own safety.

Queenstowh, May 9.— Tho Whlto 
Star steamer Adriatic, which left Liv- 
erpool yesterday on her maiden voy- 
age, sailed from here today for New 
York with nearly ",000 persons on 
board.

SOUTH AFRICA 



Economic Situation in Trans- 
vaal Daily increasing 
in Gravity 



The Johannesburg correspondent of the 
London Times, cabling under date of Ap- 
ril 23, says: The meagre nature of the 
report*) of the proceedings of the colonial 
conference which are allowed to reach the 
outside world has transferred public in- 
terest for the time to General Botha's 
various banquet speeches. His attitude 
on these oceasloiiH is admitted to bo ir- 
reproachable, ami the ifact that he Is tak- 
ing part lu the deliberations of the con- 
ference is generally welcomed. Menn- 
widlc, the public utterances of Mr. Smuts, 
Ids* deputy In this country, nt Bolcsburg, 
where he endorsed the general lines at 
Lord Milner's education 'policy, and at 
Klerksdorp, where ho preached tho gospel 
of hard work to the country population, 
1inve Ibcen equally udnilH.'iblc .In tone. 
But, In spite of (his fair speaking, the 
economic situation In the i'ranavaal is 
dally increasing !n gravity, because none 
of it really touches the root of the trouble. 

Until the labor question Is settled on a 
permanent nnd satisfactory basis, It Is, of 
course, perfectly idle to hope for any am- 
elioration of the present ■uncertainty and 
distress. During the. past week there have 
ibeon several 1 interviews between promin- 
ent mining men and individual members ol 
the cabinet with a view to obtaining some 
assurance that the vague promises of suf- 
ficient labor for the mines have some def- 
luntu plan behind them. All have been 
conducted in a thoroughly amicable spirit 
but nil have been quite ineffective. The 
Government are not to be drawn, and, in- 
deed, Ithe most natural explanation in 
that they are still in a state of complete 
uncertainty on the question ■themselves. 
So far ns they have any plans, I be- 
lieve them at present to be roughly as 
follows. 

Thev will keep up a steady opposition 
to Chinese labor, at any rate till all con- 
ceivable substitutes have been proved so 
conspicuously Inadequate as to leave no 
alternative. They will point to the new 
commission with reference to an extended 
use of white labor and of labor-saving 
appliances, and possibly to another com- 
mission with reference to Kaffir labor, nn 
offering a reasonable prospect of substi- 
tutes. Meanwhile, they will approach the 
mining nouses with n view to taking some 
share'- themselves in the ibusluess of Kttfilr 
recruiting —lu other worda, they will nslc 
to lie allowed to appoint n government 
chairman and n certain number of gov- 
ernment niembeers of the Native Labor 
Association. In return for this they wll 1 
exert their Influence to persuade the Rob- 
inson .group to re-enter the association, 
which will then be recognized officially 
as representative of the whole Industry. 
They will endeavor, In the course of Gen- 
eral Botha's visit, to obtain complete con- 
trol of native affairs, including the ad- 
ministration of Swaziland, which, how- 
ever, Is desired rather on sentimental 
ground:) than because it is a serious fac- 
tor in tlie labor problem. They will, per- 
haps, also endeavor to obtain the removal 
of the embargo on recruiting In British 
Central Africa. 

Of these plans the only one which ap- 
pears to offer nny prospect of an early 
settlement is the proposed reconstruction 
or the Native Labor Association. . No one 
seriously looks Tor a unanimous report 
by the 'new commission, which is largely 
composed of men whose minds are made 
up and whose views . are known in ad- 
vance, and the deplorable denth-rate am- 
ong the Central African natives on the. 
Hand is more confirmed today than ever. 
But If the .government once assume nn 
active share of responsibility for finding 
Kaffir labor tbey are likely to arrive 
very quickly at a practical appreciation of 
its difficulties, and may hesitate before 
cutting off an existing outside source. The 
real danger is that of drifting too far be- 
fore coming to a decision. Every one 
understands the natural Inclination of the 
new ministers to go slowly, and the mine 
owners are certainly doing everything P"S 
sible to avoid causing a panic by curtail- 
ing operations. But the fact remains that 
though oniv some -loo Chinamen are In- 
evitably doomed to depart next month, no 
fewer 'than 17,000 will go before the end 
of the vear In the natural course of events 
unless definite action Is taken to keep 
them. The vis Inertlne Is now on the side 
Of diminishing, not Of retaining, the pres- 
ent supply. 

.Meanwhile the acute distress in tills 
place is probably underrated in Pretoria, 
where the Influx of members of parlia- 
ment nnd the establishment of various 
new offices have produced an atmosphere 
of business and prosperity unknown else- 
where in the country.

GRAND TRUNK CHANGES. 

Mr. Brownlee Made Manager of Trans- 
portation. 

Montreal, May 9. — It is now officially 
announced that W. G. Brownlee, sup- 
erintendent of tho middle division of 
the Grand Trunk, has been appointed 
general manager of transportation for 
the system. Ho will take over the 
duties performed by Mr. McGuifiran, 
although ho does not succeed to the 
executive position filled by the former 
head of the transportation department. 

The fourth vice-presidency Is for the 
present merged In the third, and Mr. 
FItzhugh remains nt the head of mo- 
tive power and maintenance. G. C. 
Jones, whose name has been promin- 
ently mentioned in connection with the 
vacant position, remains general man- 
ager of tho Central Vermont. 

Mr. Brownlee, who took up his new 
office yesterday, "is a thoroughly experi- 
enced and capnblo transportation offi- 
cer. Ho Is on American by birth, hav- 
ing been born at Lawrenceville; Illi- 
nois, in 1858, and his association with 
tho Grand Trunk dates from 1 BOO. 
when he was appointed assistant sup- 
erintendent of the eastern division, 
with headquarters at Belleville. Soon 
afterward lie was transferred to Island 
Pond, Vermont, .as assistant superin- 
tendent. In 1901 he came to Montreal 
as superintendent of the middle divi- 
sion at Toronto. 

Mr. Brownlees' railway career began 
in 1S77 as an operator on the Ohio & 
Mississippi. From that time onward 
he was engaged in train dispatching; on 
various American roads and by i!)00 he 
had risen to the position of division 
superintendent of the Missouri Pacific, 
at St. Louis, where he came under the 
notice of tho Grand Trunk chiefs. 

In consequence of the clmnged status 
of the chief In the transportation de- 
partment, the position of A. A. TIs- 
dale, who In Mr. McGulgan'a time was 
assistant to the fourth vice-president, 
has been changed to assistant to the 
general manager of transportation. His 
duties remain tho same. 

Mr. Brownlees successor as super- 
intendent of the middle division is Mr. 
N. E. Glllen, who has been for some 
time .assistant superintendent at To- 
ronto. A. ,T. Nixon, train-master at 
Stratford, succeeds Mr. Glllen at Lohr 
don, nnd C. G. Bowker, at present 
chief dispatcher, is to bo Mr. Nixon's 
successor at Stratford. ,

Protest Made by Political Leador in 
Russia 

Berlin, May 9.— During a .debate 
yesterday In the upper houso of tho 
Prussian parliament on judicial af- 
fairs, Count Praschma, of tho Centre 
party, delivered an address In which 
lie declared it to be tho duty of the 
upper house to settle tho duelling 
question. This question, ho said, 
had disquieted the Christian classes 
of the population, especially in view 
of tho statement made by Minister 
of W ar von MInem in 1906 to the 
effect that tho officers' corps could 
not tolerate the presence in thoir 
ranks of any one not prepared to de- 
fend his honor with his sword. 
Count Pruschman said that Emperor 
William had tho power to provont the 
fighting of duels by officers. 

Dr. Kezler, minister of justice, re- 
plied. Ho said it was' Impossible to 
outroot duelism by legislation, and 
that moreover punishment had always 
been insufficient to put a stop to the 
practice. Tho minister declined to 
give an explanation of .his owi: atti- 
tude on the subject.

Hot Springs Location on Sharp's 
Point May Soon be 
Utilized 



A joint stoek company is to lie organised 
for the purpu;e of building and conducting 
,i hot springe Hindi nrluni on the west 
coast of Vancouver Island. W. B. Gar- 
rard, who loeated the springs about a year 
ago, was in the city ycaterdjiy, a guest at 
the Victoria Hotel, and he left this 
morning for Vancouver, where he will 
consult others Interested with blni In the 
ownership of the location. 

The springs are from a roek about n 
hundred yards from the extremity of 
Shan Point, which ia< 30 miles north of 
CTrifdflttbt; and is between Sidney Inlet 
and iBofuge Cove. There Is at present no 
landing place there for steamers. 

The water, which at Its source has n 
temperature of 125 degrees, WHS discov- 
ered many years o,so by Indians and used 
by them for healing purposes. A party 
of 'prospectors come upon the scene one 
liny, and biter reported It to Mr. Garrard, 
who' with Itobet Bninsoy was engaged in 
timber cruising. He staked out twenty 
acres or land n round the Bprlnes, ami 
afterwords secured a government lease or 
the w.'itcr rights. Ib' 'Jays the water has 
the odor or sulphur, but an analysis 
proved that sodium was tho principal 
component part. When cool It tnstCfl 
something lllie rnin water. There te a 
Bllfflclcnt supply In slf-'ht to fill a four-Inch 
pipe laid at a oue-ln-ten grade. 

•Vs a site for a sanitarium Sharp Point 
has something unique in the way of 
scenery. There Is nothing pastoral In the 
surroundings, but then? are grand snow- 
capped mountains in tho background ami 
liiilli, rucned rocks in front, and on cither 
side against which the full force of tho 
Pacific waves have i>lny, There Is no 
obstacle, except the range of vision, to a 
view straight, across the ocean, and all 
the C. P. it. Oriental liners can be seen 
coming and going.

It Is rare that any- 
thing la said over an assumed signa- 
ture that might not as well ho said 
openly, so that wo are in no way 
limiting freedom of discussion by in- 
sisting that hereafter correspondents 
shall send in their names for pub- 
lication. 



NO CAUSE FOR ALARM 

A paragraph in' the Colonist on 
Wednesday relating to discontent 
among the Cowichan Indians ought 
not to cause the least alarm. Wo have 
made further inquiries and believe 
that things have been greatly exag- 
gerated. Mr. Hayward, M.P.P. for 
Cowichan, who was In the city yes- 
terday has given us the genesis of the 
story, and he assures us that not the 
slightest difficulty of any kind is to 
bo apprehended. There Is unfortun- 
ately no doubt that one or two well- 
meaning, but very badly advised, in- 
dividuals have been creating an im- 
pression in the minds of the Indians, 
not at Cowichan only but elsewhero, 
that they have been unfairly dealt 
with, but the discontent that lias 
thereby been excited is not at all like- 
ly under any possible circumstances 
to cause trouble of any kind. The 
chiefs, who went to London last year, 
seem to have come back with an agi- 
tator; but the very great majority of 
the Indians take very little stock in 
what he says, and things will go on 
much as usual, especially when the 
Indians begin to understand hi in bet- 
ter. ' 



AN OBJECT LESSON 



An extensive Iron smelting plant and 
foundry is being erected at Port 
Arthur. It will have a capacity of 250 
tons of pig iron. In connection with 
It there are" to be 100 coke ovens, which 
are to use up ;i00 tons of fcoal per day. 
The plant will be "blown in" in the 
course of a day or two. There is 
neither coal nor iron oro at Port 
Arthur. Both have to bo brought there 
from outside points. Nevertheless the 
promoters of the enterprise expect to 
be able to roast ore and sell it to 
other furnaces. 

This seems an invaluable object les- 
son to Victoria. It has been claimed 
with some show of reason that there 
might be difficulties In the way of 
assembling iron ore, lime and coke at 
Victoria or in the vicinity, which 
would make it advisable to establish 
a. blast furnace nearer the mines. It 
is quite true that the transportation of 
pig iron costs less than the transporta- 
tion of ore. That Is to say, while the ore 
would bo carried at a lower freight 
rate than iron, the hulk of the former 
would be greater than the latter and 
thus the difference might bo in favor 
of Die latter. The investigations of 
the subject, which have been made by 
the promoter of the Port Arthur en- 
terprise, seem to warrent the conclus- 
ion that the reduction of Iron ore 
might be carried on profitably here. 

We also draw attention to the fact 
that Port Arthur, where these works 
have been erected, is a younger and 
smaller town than Victoria, and not 
nearly as wealthy. It is able to do 
something, which Victoria has not yet 
seen its way clear to undertake. We 
are very hopeful that this will not bo 
the truth much longer. Wo believe 
that the people of this city will bo 
able to see their way clear to take 
euch steps as will ensure the erection 
of a great iron and steel plant, with a 
car factory as well, somewhere In this 
vicinity.

CHINESE LABOR 

Wo print the report of the com- 
mittee of the Board of Trade in re- 
gard to the shortage of labor, and ob- 
serve With great regret that, taken 
in connection with the amendments 
that were voted down and the speech- 
es of Messrs. Bullen and Patorson, 
the former the chairman and the lat- 
ter a member of the committee, it 
must ho understood as a declaration 
hy the Board in favor of the reduc- 
tion of the Chinese head tax. We do 
not suppose that the recommendation 
of the Hoard on so vital u matter 
will bring about parliamentary action. 
The seventeen or eighteen gentlemen, 
by whose votes the report was^adopt- 



ed, form only a small part ol tho popu- 
lation of British Columbia, and In view 
of the fact that the Board of Trade 
numbers something like 300 members, 
it is hardly probable that tho decision 
of the meeting yesterday will bo ac- 
cepted by any one as expressive of 
the opinion of the majority of the 
members of tho Board. It is no 
answer to this to say that tho mem- 
bers of tho Board knew that tho re- 
port of the committee was to bo con- 
sidered at the meeting. They did not 
know that the Board was to be forced 
to commit itself to a declaration m 
favor of tho reduction of the Chinese 
head tax, if tho alien labor laws were 
not repealed and an active immigra- 
tion campaign inaugurated. As a mat- 
ter of fact the decision reached by tho 
Board is tho conclusion of some few 
gentlemen, who are as qualified as 
the like number of other gentlemen 
to express an opinion on this subject 
and not more so. Th'Sir decision does 
not assist in the solution of tho labor 
question in tho slightest degree, but 
renders it more difficult, because it 
will be impossible to regard it in any 
other light than an expressed con- 
viction that tho only relief is to bo 
sought in Chinese immigration. When 
the Board has taken this position it 
has precipitated a conflict where there 
should bo only harmonious action. It 
is greatly to bo regretted in tho in- 
terest of such action to solve an ex- 
ceedingly pressing and difficult ques- 
tion, that the majority of yesterday's 
meeting could not see their way clear 
to leave the question of Chineso im- 
migration in abeyance. Tho report 
with tho clause favoring the reduc- 
tion of the head tax under the con- 
ditions mentioned has been adopted; 
an amendment asking the Board to 
declare that it did not wish to commit 
Itself to such an opinion for the 
present has been voted down, a pro- 
posal that the report should be print- 
ed and its discussion be postponed was 
rejected, another proposal that noth- 
ing be said on the subject of Chineso 
immigration was rejected, and Mr.. 
Paterson made a very strong speech 
n favor of Chinese immigration, it 
would be interesting to learn how far 
in any one's opinion tho solution^ of 
the labor question has been promoted 
la the slightest degree by the action 
of the majority of the Board. 

MR. DRURY'S LETTER 

Mr R. L. Drury favors us with a 
letter As we said on a former oc 
casion, we are always glad to get a 
letter from Mr. Drury. In the first 
place it shows that he knows best 
how to get his opinions before the 
public, which is a compliment to the 
Colonist, and in the next place he is 
so beautifully frank. 

Mr. Drury also favors us with the 
enunciation of a general principle to the 
effect that we, in common with other 
people, should look at things from a 
"broad national standpoint." This is 
true enough, and therefore we hasten 
to ask about the contributions of 
Senator Riley to the welfare of Can- 
ada from "a broad national stand- 
point." These are not sufficiently 
obvious to be discoverable upon such 
investigation as it is possible to give 
at tho present time, and therefore we 
invite Mr. Drury to write us another 
letter, telling the public just what 
they are. It would bo edifying and 
instructive to be told by such a pleas- 
ing correspondent as Mr. Drury just 
what our genial junior Senator has 
done along theso lines. Perhaps af- 
ter we have been favored with such 
a letter from him, It may be more ap- 
parent, than it is at present, why Sen- 
ator Riley was chosen to represent 
this province for tho rest of his na- 
tural life. In regard to Mr. Tcm- 
pleman we hasten to remark that his 
contribution to the general interests 
of the country in h!,s advocacy of the 
establishment of a Department of 
Minos is something to his credit. We 
shall bo glad if Mr. Drury will tell us 
tho other things, which frroin "a 
broad national standpoint" prove Mr. 
Templeman's usefulness as a represen- 
tative. 

air. Drury tells us about tho specific 
things that our Liberal representatives 
have accomplished. One of them 
is tho permission to erect fish traps, 
another is the removal of the lepers 
and a grant of $10,000 to this city; 
another Is the presence of the dredge 
hero to pump mud on to tho James 
Bay flats; another Is the construction 
of a new dredge; another is the sul 
sldizlng of the steamship line to 
Mexico. Tills is the whole record. It 
is so brilliant 1 that wo hesitate to 
unveil it before the dazzled eyes of 
an expectant public. We concede at 
once that the permission of fish traps 
is of value. Tho building of a new 
dredge to take the place of an old one 
Is nothing more nor less than an or- 
dinary piece of department routine. 
The poor old Mud Lark has been a 
candidate for tho scrap heap these 
many years. The pumping of the 
mud is only a matter of routine, and 
tho fact that it was deposited on the 
ground, instead of being carried out 
to sea at a greater cost, la not a very 
large item to the credit of our mem- 
bers. Tho disposition of the lepers 
is a very trilling matter. Tho sub- 
sidy to the Mexican line is something 
for which more credit cannot be 
given to Mr. Templeman than to many 
other members of the House of Com- 
mons, nor is it something of special 
applicability to Victoria. It is a part 
of the general policy of the govern- 
ment and not a local matter at all. 
Mr. Drury reminds us of the safe- 
guards to navigation along the West 
Coast. These were not provided un- 
til every public body In the city had 
demanded them, and until the repre- 
sentative of .another city had told the 
government that they would bo prim-

inaily responsible if there was any 
further delay in attending to them. 
And even now tho work is only half 
done. The trail which was to make 
it possiblo to patrol the coast has not 
boon undertaken; the establishment of 
wireless stations lias not been be- 
gun, although the government of the 
United States has already done much 
in this way on tho opposite side of tho 
Straits and is extending its system. 

Mr. Drury himself recognizes that 
what ho sets forth is an exceedingly 
meagre performance, and in his cus- 
tomary mysterious way he has told 
us that thero arc other things, which 
Mr. Templeman is going to do in tho 
sweet by and bye. The Colonist will 
bo very prompt to recognize these 
promised things when they become 
visible to the nuked eye. Liko as- 
tronomers who watch for comets, we 
we keep our eye glued to the teles- 
cope of hope in the effort to find them. 
In tho meantime, wenavo the bill of 
particulars up to date. It Is certainly 
not much of a showing for tho years, 
of Liberal rule, during more than half 
of which Victoria has been represent- 
ed in tho House of Commons by the 
two estimable gentlemen In justlflca 
lion of whom Mr. Drury's letter is 
written. 

Mr. Drury wishes us to name some 
"tangible and visible things" which 
the provincial government has done 
in four years for tho city of Victoria 
During three years out of those four 
Mr. Drury and three other Liberals 
were our representatives In tho local 
legislature, and we have not. been able 
to discover, titter very close investiga- 
tion, that they ever suggested any- 
thing that could be done. As for 
tho present Victoria delegation, vvc 
shall content ourselves with borrow- 
ing Mr. Drury's language and saying 
that "there are some questions of 
great interest to tho city which have 
yet to bo carried, out, and to which 
we have reason to know our present 
representatives are devoting their 
most earnest efforts." And we will 
also add that this statement is liter- 
ally true.

The New Diplomacy 

The statement from London that the 
government Juis forbidden the production 
anywhere within the bounds of the United 
Kingdom of Gilbert & Sulllvttu's "Ml-kudo" 
because, forsooth, it offends the suscepti- 
bilities of our good friends and allies, the 
Japanese, looks like carrying the pander- 
ing to 'Nippon to an absurd extreme. As 
the announcement of this policy on the 
part of tlie King's government is accom- 
panied by a request that the self-govern, 
lug colonies shall also place the opera 
under the ban, it may be presumed that 
we shall no longer, in 'nubile at any rate, 
enjoy "Tlt-Wlllow," "The Birds That Slug 
in the Spring, Tra-Ia," etc. The only ex- 
ceptions may bo portions of the British 
empire where Japanese Immigrants are 
a-plenty, audi as British Columbia and 
Australia, where '-The Mikado" may iie 
produced as a sort of protest against the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance. 

This new diplomacy opens up a promis- 
ing career for a diplomatic censor of 
theatricals In each portion of the empire; 
Indeed, the lord chamberlain's task of 
passing U'pon the merits of plays and 
operas will he a chilli's task compared 
With that of the now censors. "II. M. S. 
Pluafore" would be prohibited In Ports- 
mouth or Plymouth becaust It might, offend 
the susceptibilities of Die officers and men 
of the navy; or because the song, "lie 
Remains an Englishman" might displease 
the "Itoculans or l'roosians," hartley 
Campbell's "SlbtrJu" or its modern suc- 
cessor, ".In Darkest liussia," would be 
ref lined permission to be played under the 
Union Jack lest the Czar and the douma 
should protest. -.San Toy," "A Chinese 
Honeymoon" and "The Geisha" could all 
bo prohibited. The list is capable' of in- 
dclhiitu extension; but why continue? 
The u.hsurdlty of the idea is apparent. 

At the risk of being considered disloyal, 
we venture the prediction that "The 
MIkndo' will outlive the Japanese alliance 
In tin? appreciation of our people at any 
rate — Ottawa Free Press. 



It occurs to us that tho School 
Trustees ought to be able to reach 
some conclusion In regard to the site 
for tlie Victoria West schoolhouse 
that will be satisfactory to all con- 
cerned. Surely this is not going to 
develop into another "Craigflower 
Road" question, It is not our intention, 
at present, at least, to take part in 
tho discussion of sites, but we would 
like to suggest that when the choice 
is made, it should not be governed 
wholly by things as they are now, 
but that in arriving at it cognizance 
should bo taken of the fact that the 
city is growing, and no part of it 
more rapidly than Victoria West. 



The dearth of telegraph comment 
from London as to the Imperial Con- 
ference is a very notable thing. Be- 
fore the Conference met, there was 
not a day for fully a. month, when 
there was not sent, across tho At- 
lantic a lot of speculation as to what 
this, that or tho other member of tlie 
Conference was going to do. All tills 
stuff was spread broadcast through- 
out Canada and very few of the Can- 
adian papers pointed out how little 
foundation there was for it. Among 
those few was the Colonist. We took 
the position that It was grossly un- 
fair to Canada, and grossly unfair to 
Sir 'Wilfrid Laurior, who went to 
London, not as tlie representative of 
tho Liberal party, but as the spokes- 
man of the Canadian people, to try 
tllm beforehand by guesswork.

Recommendations for the suspension 
of the provincial and 'federal alien 
labor laws, the introduction of some 
plan of assisted immigration of farm 
laborers, unskilled workmen and do- 
mestics from tho Old Country, and 
failing these the reduction of the head 
tax on Chinese were the essential lea 
turcs of the report of tho special la 
bor enquiry committee presented to 
tho Board of Trade members at their 
regular meeting yesterday afternoon 
Tho report created a lively discussion 
and was eventually adopted, though 
there were a number of dissenting 
voices. President J. A. Mara, was In 
the chair, but there was a small atten- 
dance of members, only about a score 
being present. 

Committtee's Report 

The report was presented by Secre- 
tary F. Elworthy, and was as follows; 

The president and members, Vic- 
toria, B. C„ Board of Trade. 

Gentlemen. — 

Your special committee appointed to 
enquire Into the labor situation beg to 
report: 

At our first meeting we arranged for 
an advertisement in each of the local 
daily newspapers requesting any per- 
son, employee or employer, wishing to 
submit evidence to acquaint your sec- 
retary. We also approved the draft 
of a circular letter afterwards sent to 
boards of trade, labor organizations, 
fruit and farmers' associations 
throughout the province, in which wo 
asked for an expression of opinion. 

Neither the names sent in or the re- 
plies received were as numerous as 
as might be expected, and we were 
further disappointed with the un- 
friendly attitude of organized labor. As 
will bo apparent from tho questions 
submitted in the letter sent out, which 
also indicated the lines on which then 
enquiry was intended, your committee 
approached this subject with open 
minds and with one object, namely, to 
arrive at a correct, understanding of 
tho situation, and be in a position to 
recommend somo remedial measures. 

hat there is a shortage of labor was 
the general complaint before the ap- 
pointment of your committee, and the 
evidence taken conclusively testifies 
such to bo tho case. The shortage is 
serious in every industry which wo en- 
quired into, while the hours of labor 
and the wages paid are similar to 
those prevailing in the State of Wash- 
ington and much higher than the 
wages paid In Eastern Canada, after 
allowing for any difference in the cost 
of living. 

In the opinion ,of your commute this 
state, of affairs exists in consequence 
of the restriction of the natural law of 
supply and demand contained in the 
Provincial and Dominion Statues, and 
In this connection we cannot too 
strongly 'emphasize the fact that since 
the imposing of a prohibitive head tax 
on Chinese no provision has been made 
for supplying this province with the 
unskilled labor necessary to meet its 
growing demands. The result is that 
in British Columbia Chinese are today 
actually receiving higher wages than 
unskilled white labor in Eastern Can- 
ada. 

In tho case of skilled labor, no mat- 
ter what wages are paid, in ease of 
shortage the employer must wait until 
the additional men come voluntarily. 
It is unlawful to assist thorn to come. 
Advantage is taken of this condition 
to demand Increased wages; tho cost 
of commodities advances proportiona- 
tely and further advances in wages are 
demanded with the result that pro- 
duction in all lines is limited and the 
growth of tho country checked. 

The gravity of the situation in Brit- 
ish Columbia can hardly be overesti- 
mated. Agricultural and fruit grow- 
ing pursuits are at a standstill, whilo 
industrial contract work is forecd to 
tho United States, where the labor 
shortage is not so acute. 

Your committee recommend: 

a. That tho Provincial and Federal 
Alien laws be immediately suspend- 
ed. 

b. That tho Provincial Government 
immediately appoint one. or more com- 
petent ngents, to act under the super- 
vision of the Agent General to travel 
through the industrial centres of Great 
Britain and give information as to the 
labor requirements and conditions in 
British Columbia. 

a That some plan of assisted im- 
migration be extended to farm labor- 
ers, unskilled workmen and domestics. 
We believe that employers of these 
classes would readily undertake to re- 
imburse the Provincial Government 
for an outlay in this account. 

Your committee connot closo this re- 
port without reference to tho opinion 
of many employers who gave evidence 
that a reduction of the head tax on 
Chinese would afford immediate re- 
lief to farmers, fruit growers and fam- 
ilies requiring domestics. 

Your committee prefer to see this a 
"whito man's ' country, but in tho ev- 
ent of a refusal or delay in carrying 
otit the above recommendations your 
committee are of the opinion that the 
only alternative is to strongly recom- 
mend that the head tax on Chinese 
be reduced. The expansion of farming 
and fruit growing is already checked 
and tho demand for cheap labor In tho 
construction of railways is a problem 
which must bo seriously considered 
Chairman's Remarks 

H. P. Bullen, chairman of the com- 
mitteo in moving tho adoption of tho 
report said: 

Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, as 
chairman of tho committee appointed 
by this board to enqulro into the 
shortage of labor, I beg to move the 
adoption of the report which reads 
as above. In moving the adoption, I 
might say that tho different Interests 
as represented before the committee 
were as follows. — The restaurant busi- 
ness, lumber interests, farming Inter- 
ests, fruit growers, ship building and 
repairing, boiler making, iron found- 
ries, manufacturing interests generally, 
wood yards. j

bia, and also the abolition of the Alien 
Labor law. Get the people here and 
they will solvo the question of labor. 
If after trying that and we still find 
a shortage, then it will be time to 
to take up the admission of the Chi- 
nese." 

W. T. Anderson spoke in favor of 
elimination of the Chinese question 
entirely from the report. 

At this stage Mr. Shallcross offered 
his amendment In writing. It read: 

"It. is not recommended that tho re- 
duction of tho Chinese head tax be 
considered by the board until every 
other effort has failed." 

T. W. Patersnn considered Mr. 
Shallcross' amendment In substance, 
tho committtee's report. He said it 
was unfortunate that some of the gen- 
tlemen present were not before the 
committee when It was taking evi- 
dence. Tho committee had found the 
evidence submitted strongly in favor 
of the reduction of the head tax on the. 
Chinese. Ho believed iho question of 
Oriental labor was beig solved as it 
was. Tho Japanese govemmen thad re- 
duced tho emigration restrictions on 
Japanese labor coming here, and ho 
looked for a big influx from this dir- 
ection. There was a detriment to this, 
however. The Chinese came here with 
tho object of accumulating a pile and 
then returning home. They were 
content to do menial work. The Jap- 
anese, however, were not content to 
do purely laboring work, but would be 
competing In all classes of skilled la- 
bor here. He spoke of the necessity 
of securing labor for railway construc- 
tion. 

"We are up against one of the most 
serious propositions which wo have to 
face in this," said he "and there Is no 
hope of relief for years to come. It 
Is necessary that we should have la- 
bor of some kind. There has never 
been a serious effort to bring in labor 
since the head tax was put on, and no 
effort has been made to overcome the 
difficulties arising from this. 

The Report Adopted 

After some further discussion tho 
amendments wore put to a vote. Mr. 
Shallcross' amendment was first put to 
the meeting and was lost by a big 
margin. Ho offered another amend- 
I ment later reading as follows; "It s 
not, however, recommended that this 
hoard reach a final decision In re- 
gard to the Chinese head tax at the 
present time." This was also voted 
down. Mr. Henderson's amendment to 
cut out the entire clause relating to 
the Chinise head tax was voted upon 
and defeated. Mr. Lugrin offered a. 
motion "that this report be published 
and that its further consideration be 
deferred to a subsequent meeting 01. 
the board," but the board declined it. 
The vote 011 tho original motion to 
adopt the report showed the major- 
ity of those present In favor of pass- 
ing it and the report was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Paulino a vote o£ 
thanks was missed to the committee of 
enquiry and the meeting thereupon ad- 
journed.

It may be .pointed out that 
to a lawsuit there must be two parties, 
and but few Industrial corporations are so 
plentlfnllv endowed with money that they 
can afford to waste dollar for dollar with 
the union In senseless litigation, Had the 
Lonileux Act been accompanied by the 
eeneral incorporation of unloiw whose 

members were encaged In the coal mining 
.business, the miners would not have been 
able lo openly defy the law, Free men 

cannot bo compelled to work, but where 
th»y form themselves into 11 union and 
establish funds for the purpose of enabling 
tbejn to do that which the Jaw declares Ih 
Illegal, those funds should be exposed to 
attachment In satisfaction — {Montreal Ga- 
zette.

Following is the report of the presi- 
dent of the Homo for Aged and Infirm 
Women Ijc the year ending April 30, 
1907: 

Ladies — With every reason for 
gratitude to Gods for His wonderful 
blessing, and to tho good people of tho 
city and province for their splendid 
financial— support, wo meet in our 
tenth annual meeting under most 
favorable circumstances. 

Our work has proceeded on lines 
similar to those of former years, the 
current of our constitutional life has 
(lowed smoothly, and wo have b 
able to care for all the aged women 
who have sought our assistance. 

At the present time wo have 
greater number of inmates than were 
ever under our roof at one time. Our 
accommodation is taxed almost to its 
utmost, and perhaps it is not too soon 
to acquaint our friends with the fact 
that we must ere long face the prob- 
lem of a now and more, suitable build- 
ing. What more honorable, monument 
could bear to future generations the 
name of our women of wealth, than 
a well equipped modern home for aged 
and I nli rm women? 

Owing t olhc infirmities of some of 
our inmates, we have been obliged 
since December to engage the services 
of a nurse. Now that our charge has 
grown so large and tho health of 
aged women is so precarious, it seems 
to me that we should have a nurse 
reguarly employed on our staff, as 
tho hands of the matron are too full 
with the general duties of hc-r ollice 
to devote time to the nursing of in- 
valids. 

The annual "at homo" held on Oct. 
10 was attended by many of the citi- 
zens, who availed themselves of the 
opportunity of showing their interest 
In our work. At Christmas also we 
wero ikindly remembered with abun- 
dance of good and useful things. Wo 
are specially indebted to the ladies 
of the First Presbyterian church, who 
in March gave an afternoon social, by 
which the funds of the commit- 
tee were considerably increased. 

We have still the great benefit cf 
Mrs. Roblee's unremitting labors as 
matron, and not a little of the satis- 
faction of our work has arisen from 
her patient and wise management. 

To all our friends whose generosity 
has been unfailing, to ills Worship tho 
Mayor and the city council, our cor- 
dial thanks are duly tendered. 

And to you, ladles of the. committee. 
I must again give my heartiest thanks 
for your kind consideration through 
out tlie year.

Homo for the year ending March 31, 
1007, I am thankful to be able to say 
that this year has been . one of the 
most successful financially and other- 
wise in the history of tills institution 
During the year 18 women have 
boon comfortably cared for in the 
home. Of this number 17 are still 
with us, but one, Jlrs. Laura Smith 
who spent several years as an in- 
mate, was removed by death on Feb. 
23. Of tho 17 now lit the home 10 are 
solely maintained by tho city and 
one other partially, one by the prov- 
ince and live pay for their own main- 
tenence. 

The home property was purchased 
from the Jubilee Hospital board less 
than two years ago, and is now paid 
for with the exception of $SO0, which 
falls duo next year. As has been al- 
ready mentioned in the president's re- 
port, a great meed of thanks is due 
to tlie numerous friends of the insti- 
tution, who so generously assisted to 
lighten the labors of the committee, 
and also to cheer tho aged inmates. 
To l$-s. Eraser, Frank Hall and 
Shinier especial thanks are tendered 
for professional services cheerfully 
given free of charge at all times; to 
Mrs. Tito, Miss Spencer and Rev. Mr. 
Grundy, for holding devotional ser- 
vices with the inmates throughout the 
year; to the Junior Endeavor society 
of First Presbyterian church, for a 
concert given recently at the home; to 
the oftlcers of the Princess Beatrice, 
for a liberal donation secured by them 
at a concert given 011 board that boat; 
to Lieut. -Governor Dunsmuir, for a 
substantial donation of coal; to one 
of the committee. Mrs. G. A. MeTav- 
Ish, for giving her homo for at tea, 
at which about $70 was realized in 
tho interest of tho home; to M. Waitt 
& Co., for gratuitous use of organ; 
and to all the many others who In any 
way assisted in adding to the comfort 
of their aged friends. The ladies trust 
that tho promise, "Inasmuch as ye 
have done it for the least of these my 
brethren," may be amply verified in 
each of their lives.

At present anyone desiring to reach 
these places by driving, cither in a 
vehiclo drawn by horses or in an 
automobile of the highest power, must 
Buffer much inconvenience in sur- 
mounting the exceedingly high hills 
and rough roadway over the Sooko 
mountain. It tires the horses, in fact, 
a team is always necessary if the 
buggy bo at all heavy and even then 
must be rested at the other ski 
Sooke, and It takes tto.powars 
motor car, no natter iioW well equip- 
ped it may be. On this account there 
is a. barrier to be overcome in tho 
establishment of free communication 
between tho extreme southern portion 
of Vancouver island, and the more or 
less thickly populated and extremely 
fertile regions lying north of Sooke. 
Many contend that such a work would 
be in the Interests of all that dis- 
trict extending from the most north- 
erly boundary of tho Cowichan to the 
southernmost point of the Saanich 
peninsula. 

Members of the Tourist association 
in discussing this matter, point to tho 
commercial benefits which might be 
expected to bo derived therefrom. They 
argue that tho hotter the facilities for 
transportation, the closer the various 
agricultural districts can be brought 
together, tho more the residents feel 
that there interests are common, that 
the well being of tho individual de- 
ponds upon the progress and expan- 
sion of the whole, the b*»tj'$r for »l 
that section which might bo considered 
to bo included In the southern «.•<.; icn 
of the island. 

On the other hand those. Indontlfled 
with tho Victoria Automobile club look 
at the situation, for tho most part, 
from a different standpoint. They say 
that a road along tho Saanich inlet, 
almost paralleling tho E. & N. railway, 
would, not only cut- tho tedious and 
hard drive over tho Sooko hills, but 
It would make ono of the most beauti- 
ful scenic thoroughfares in the vicin- 
ity of the city. "Why, no prettier auto 
ride could be imagined than ono wind- 
ing aloi)g tho banks of the Inlet," re- 
marked a prominent member of the 
club mentioned the other day. Ho also 
said that if tho project was favorably 
received by tho provincial government 
the organization with which ho was 
identified might erect their contempla 
ted club house on the banks of that 
body of water. Then they could take 
regular week-end runs to that ren 
dezvous and those owning launches 
could ho invited to visit th esam 
place, coming around from the city 
by way of water. Thus would bo form- 
ed ono of tho most popular summer 
resorts adjacent to Victoria. For 
theso reasons tho club was prepared 
to do everything possible to assist In 
having the undertaking carried 
through. 

It has been pointed out by other 
citizens, that, although the roadway 
mentioned might bo most beneficial to 
the community from every standpoint; 
it would entail a heavy expenditure. If 
tho route outlined were followed it w 
averred that in i^aces there would 
havo to be co.i ;i> traM'y Masting am 
some excavation. Under the clrcum 
stances, therefore, they were inclined 
to believe that the government would 
require evidence that the project was 
unanimously endorsed and imperative 
ly needed by all the residents of the 
south of the island before it was do 
elded to undertake a proposition of 
its magnitudi 
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that it descends is equally true. Shaft 
sinking is difficult and costly, also to 
tap It by tunnel means a big outlay, 
but to agoln make tlje Payne a mine th 
latter course will havo to be adopted. 
As near as wo can learn tho present 
condition of the Payne and the former 
condition of the Rambler were some- 
what identical, tho advantage being 
with tho latter, where development was 
given good attention, but there is no 
reason why deep development, if car- 
ried out at the Payne, should not yield 
the same gratifying result as the 
Rambler.

Possibly under 
tho old overstocked shareholder basis 
tho 'scheme, If thought of, was objec- 
tionable; but now that tho property 
has or will revert to a few, and with 
tho Rambler example to go upon, the 
undertaking may seem feasible. It 
may be that tho result will depend 
upon the operations of tho lessee. Ho 
has a plan of work mapped qut and 
tho backing to carry it through. He 
will continue sinking tho shaft in No. 
S long tunnel and iw his calculations 
prove correct it will -not surprise us 
later to seo a long, tunnel started at 
depth on tho Sandon side of the hill.

Uso tolophono to Soattlo, 



Tho special correspondent of the 
Montreal Star in London, cabling un- 
der dato of May 2,, .gays;. "Premier 
Deakin's outburst at tho Victoria 
League meeting created something like 
consternation in 'sdme political and 
otlieial circles 1 dicro. "All the sur- 
roundings of tlio conference," he blunt- 
declared, "are Intended to prevent a 
better understanding between the peo- 
nies of the Motherland and the Colon- 
ies." He added: "In spite of them wo 
will not be crushed if wo seek In vain 
sometimes hi olllcial circles for sym- 
pathy and assistance, for the helping 
hand to be extended to us in our re- 
mote countries, and for action here 
which Is so all Important at the cen- 
tre of tho Emplr.e. Wo can look at 
least to leagues and voluntary associ- 
ations of citizens to fill the place 
which official circles are inclined to 
leave empty." 

Premier Dcakin is thus driven by 
what he conceives the crucial needs of 
the Empire to appeal fmih the lirithh 
Ministers to the British people, and 
olllcial resentment hero runs high, 
especially because Messrs. Jameson, 
Moore and other premiers do not dis- 
guise their general sympathy with Mr. 
Deakin's outburst. Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier and his colleagues refuse, however, 
to move from their determination not 
to put pressure on the government 
here. 

Sir Wilfrid, in conversation, puts 
the position thus: "It Is for the Brit- 
ish politicians, not for us, to convince 
the British people of tho desirability 
of preference from the British point 
of view. It is quite evident to an out- 
side observer that tho cause of pre- 
ference has made great advance In 
this country recently. We in Canada 
watch that advance with interest for 
aro wo not pioneers of tho preference? 
I believe the prof irencc will win even 
In England, but not soon enough to 
gain the full advantages in ' colonial 
markets which reciprocity at this 
moment would give to England." 

Asked if he referred to the inter- 
mediate tariff and Canada's trade re- 
lations with foreign countries, Sir 
Wilfrid said he did, but though Can- 
adian Ministers thus admit ' Canada's 
position on tho preference question is 
fundamentally changed since 1902, 
they decided to make no detailed ox- 
position to tho conference. All pour- 
nallstic Inquiries respecting pending 
foreign negotiations are resolutely 
frowned down. The Canadian Min- 
isters, aro now concentrating their at- 
tention upon minor measures of co- 
operation, such ns a joint imperial and 
colonial subsidies to fast mail 1 services 
to Canada, and via Canada to New 
Zealand, which Sir Wilfrid Laurler 
and Premier Ward agreed might be 
reached In twenty clays from London, 
instead of thirty-five, as now. 
. The leading Ministerial organ, the 
Westminster Gazette, tonight en- 
dorses this form nf preference, as 
such projects In no way conlllct with 
free trade which the ministry ' is 
bound to maintain. Moreover, Messrs. 
Lloyd-George and other Ministers do 
not disguise thoir readiness to go a 
long way to meet the colonies in tills 
and similar directions.

INTO THE BARREN LANDS 

Thompson Soton and Party Leave on 
an Interesting Journey 

Ernest Thompson Soton, tho distin- 
guished Canadian naturalist, artist 
litterateur, left Winnipeg tho other 
day with E. A. Problo of the Smith- 
sonian institute of Washington, D, C, 
for Edmonton, where they wdll outfit 
for a prolonged summer expedition to 
the barren lands of tho far north In 
tho baHln of tho Great Slave lake and 
river. 

"The main object of tho trip," said 
Mr. Setton, a Telegraph reporter, "Is 
tho obtaining of reliable data regard- 
ing tho animals of that almost un- 
known region, especially tho caribou 
and musk ox. Eveybody has hoard of 
the huge herds- of caribou that feed 



through that immenso area. I shall 
endeavor to obtain photographs of 
some of these herds." 

"Tho fact that caribou exist in 
such numbers on what aro erroneous- 
ly termed barren lands, indicates that 
settlement is possible," continued the 
naturalist. "As tho reindeer in 
northern Norway is a moans of com- 
fortable existence together with ag- 
riculture there is no reason that the 
barren lands of our north should not 
support settlement. To satisfy my 
self on that point is ono of tho ob 
jeets of tho trip as well as tho obtain- 
ing of information regarding tho other 
animals, fur and feathered, and the 
vegetation and fauna of a region 
knowledge of which is only had by an 
occasional white hunter on its bord- 
ers or a wandering Indian.'.' 

"We shall remain in tho barren lands 
until the coming of winter threatens 
tho freezing of the rivers, which will 
prevent our using canoes. The bar 
ron lands are yet one of the unexplor 
ed parts of North America and any 
facts regarding its vegetable and ani- 
mal life wdll be of interest and of 
value to tho world which is fast press- 
ing on its borders."

One of the matters that will likely 
engage the attention of the meeting 
of the city council next Monday even- 
ing Is the question of providing for a 
regular systematic medical inspection 
of tho city schools. At Wednesday 
evening's meeting of the school board 
it' was decided that this matter bo 
taken up with the city council without 
delay. It so happens that the coun- 
cil will meet on Monday evening pre- 
vious to the regular session as a board 
of health, and It Is expected that this 
question will then receive attention. 

"Tho present epidemic of measles 
among the pupils attending the city 
schools, to my -mind, demonstrates as 
nothing else could the absolute neces- 
sity for some adequate system of 
menlcal inspection of the public 
schools," said Superintendent F. H. 
Eaton, to a reporter for the Colonist 
yesterday. "At a time like tills, when 
any disease is prevalent, a daily in- 
spection of the various schools would 
do much to prevent a condition of 
affairs such as exists In the schools 
of Victoria to-day. A doctor paying 
a dally visit to a school would be able 
to pick out tho pupils with premoni- 
tory symptoms of the disease. If he 
was unable at the time to properly 
dlagnoso any cases that might look to 
him suspicious, he could send the 
pupil home and pass upon the case 
later when tho disease, if any, had de- 
veloped. For example, If a doctor 
came across a pupil with a cough and 
showing other symptoms of one or 
other of the many diseases to which 
children are especially susceptible, he 
could very well send such child homo 
until he could determine whether tho 
child was suffering from scarlet fever, 
measles, w.hooping cough or any other 
contagious or infectious disease. If 
this were dono tho danger of spread 
of the disease would bo minimized. 

"In matters of this kind a vigorous 
enforcement of the law by tho proper 
officials often has a most salutary 
effect. At present many parents are 
extremely careless In -regard to tho 
spread of disease through tho medium 
of the schools, and I think it would 
not hurt In tho least to have an ox- 
ample made of some of them. Re- 
cently, opo of- the city teachers noticed 
that one of her pupils was not well. and 
made mental noto of the fact. This 
was. on a Friday, and she determined 
that if the boy should come to school 
on Monday she would go to soo his 
mother and advise her to keep the lad 
away until ho had i.ecovered. His 
mother could not see the necessity for 
this, although she admitted her son 
had not appeared well for a few days, 
and she thought he must have the. 
whooping cough. It turned out that 



with or without costs, or to imprison- 
ment, with or without hard labor, for 
a term not exceeding six months, or 
to both tine and Imprisonment, In tho 
discretion of the convicting court.' 

"Tho present medical health officer 
cannot bo expected to attend to the 
work of Inspecting the schools for the 
salary that now attaches to tho posU 
Hon. The work would take up, at 
least, one-half his time, and to per- 
form It would mean that ho would 
have to sacrifice his private practice, 
\vhlch brings him in several times tho 
amount reooived from the city. The 
Provincial Health Act, however, pro- 
vides distinctly that one of tho duties 
of tho health officer shall bo the in- 
spection of the public schools. Sub- 
section (e) of section 6 of the regula- 
tions sets forth, as among the duties 
of medical health officers, the follow- 
ing: 'He shall act as medical in-» 
spector of the public schools, as well 
as advisory officer In matters per- 
taining to school hygiene.' 

"It is, of course, not for mo to say 
what stops should bo taken to provide 
tho necessary Inspection of the schools, 
but tho Inspection should bo provided. 
Two ways naturally suggest them- 
selves, either of which would likely 
accomplish tho result desired. O'no of 
these would bo to' Increase the health 
officer's salary In keeping with his 
duties and tho other would be to give 
the health officer sufficient assistance 
and have the work carried out under 
his direction. It is to be hoped that 
some steps will be taken that will re- 
sult in giving us tho medical inspec- 
tion of schools that has become a ne- 
cessity."

Party of Scientists to Visit the Andes 
on Important Mission 

Chicago, AVednesday May S.— Wort 
on a camera designed especially to b< 
used by members of the Lowell ex- 
pedition to photograph the canals and 
polar caps of tho planet Mars was 
completed yesterday by William 
Gaortner, a Chicago maker of scientific 
instruments. The apparatus was 
shipped today to rerclval Lowell, of 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, who is sending out the expe- 
dition. 

Tho party which will bo under the 
direction of Prof. David Todd, of Am- 
herst College will sail for South Am- 
erica on Saturday and will establish 
Itself at some point in the Andes, 
where the planet wil appear in the 
zenith. 

Mars will be nearer the earth this 
summer than it has been for fifteen 
years, and for this reason astronom- 
ers are making elaborate preparations 
for a study of the planet. 

Gaertner's camera is in tho general 
form of a four-foot brass tube, one end 
fitted to be clamped to the end of an

Local officials have not been advis- 
ed with regard, to the new fast train 
servico announced in a Montreal dis- 
patch to tho Colonist of yesterday, 
but are not surprised; as the growing 
business has shown the necessity of 
providing improved service. Tho new 
service, which will bo tii- weekly, will 
bo ' faster than the Overseas , mail 
train, which runs, on a schedule of 
!)G hours, while the new transcontin- 
ental specials to run three times a 
week will make tho journey across 
Canada from Montreal to Vancouver 
In hours. 
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hoys who sat next him In tho room 
contracted the disease from him.

"Parents apparently, do not realise 
that they are liable to . a fiq c of ?100 
for carelessness In respect to the pro- 
visions of tho 'Provincial Health Act. 
A regular medical" inspection would 
work two ways. The inspector would 
send homo pupils suffering from any 
contagious or infectious disease, know- 
ing what was the matter, and an ex- 
ample might also be made of some 
parents for their neglect of the health 
of the community in sending their 
children to school knowing them to be 
affected with any disease. This would 
havo a salutary effect. 

"This is altogether apart from tho 
service to the Individual pupil in de- 
tecting defective sight and throat 
trouble. Y\ r e had a-n example of this 
not long ago. Two or three boys at- 
tending a certain school were noticed 
by the teacher to have something tho 
matter with their eyes. She advised 
them to see a doctor. They brought 
back a report that thoy had done so, 
and that he had said that they had 
nothing that was catching. The boys 
continued to attend school. The con- 
dition of the eyes of one became worse 
and the medical lie;: !th officer waE 
called in witli the result that lie 
found the boy to bo suffering from : 
dangerous disease, and forbade his at 
tendance at school. Had there been 
a medical man making a regular In- 
spection of the schools ho would have 
detected this case at once. In connec 
tltfii with the laxity of parents in re- 
gard to tho spread of disease by their 
children, I would like to draw atten 
Uoh to section 87 of the Provincial 
Health. Act, which says: 'Whenever a 
caso of smallpox, cholera, scarlatina, 
dipththerla, whooping cough, measles, 
mumps, glanders or other contagious 
or infectious disease exists in any 
house or household belonging to which 
are persons attending school, tho 
householder shall, within eighteen 
hours of the time such disease Is 
known to exist, 'notify the head teacher 
of such school or schools, and also 
tho local board of the existence of 
such disease; and no member of such 
household shall attend school until a 
certificate has been obtained from tho 
medical health officer that ' Infection 
no longer exists in tho house, and 
that the lick person,' house, clothing 
a'Jid other effects have been disinfected 
to his satisfaction; and until such cer- 
tificate shall have been obtained, it 
shall he the duty of every member of 
tho household and of the teacher to 
use all reasonable efforts to prevent 
tho association of members of said 
household with other children.' 

'Sub-soctlon2, of section 97 of the 
same act, provides the following pun- 
ishment for infractions of the law in 
this respect: 'Any person who violates 
the provisions of this act shall, unless 
it is o'thorwlo specially provided, be 
liable for every such offence to a fine 
not exceeding one hundred dollars,

SEEKING POWER SOURCES 

B. C. Electric Railway Co.'s Exploring 
Along the Koksilah River 

No definite reports have yet been 
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by means of the utilization of that 
waterway in conjunction with Sliaw- 
nigan lake. It Is understood, how- 
ever, that their intention is to estab- 
lish recording machines at different 
points in order that the exact amount 
of water flowing clown that ■ stream, 
during the various?. Reasons of the 
year may bo accurately estimated. This 
schemo is the same as was followed 
by the corporation in respect to Mill 
Stream, when tho proposal that a 
system should be inaugurated for the 
supplying of the city from the High 
land district watershed. In tho latter 
instance it was found it worked most 
satisfactorily, and, doubtless, tho man- 
agement of the aforementioned com 
pany aro of tho opinion that by ad 
opting the same method a basis may 
be attained for the necessary figur 
ing as to the probable success or other 
wiso of the project they havo on the 
tapis. 

The Idsa of the officials of the Tram- 
way company in respect to tho use of 
Shawnigan lake and the Koksilah riv- 
er has been outlined in these columns, 
Whilo it is expected to prove some- 
what complex in carrying into effect 
it may be explained in but few words. 
The intention is to use the lake as a 
"balancing reservoir" from which a 
supply of water may be directed to 
some point at sea level, possibly in 
tho vicinity of Mill bay. There a 
power house will be established of suf- 
ficient capacity to provide the various 
systems operated in Victoria,' under 
tho 13. C. railway company, witli 
enough additional power to enable the 
concern to meet tho constantly grow- 
ing requirements which are caused by 
the expansion of the population and 
the commerce of tho community. 

It Is pointed out that It cannot be 
ascertained whether the scheme is 
likely to prove successful until the 
dry months of the year, namely Aug- 
ust and September. At that time most 
minute Investigations will bo made by 
tho experts who have been employed 
for tho purpose and upon tho Infor- 
mation thus received will depend the 
naturo of the recommendations sub- 
mitted by. tho local management to 
tho London Board of Directors. If 
It Is found that there is sufficient wat- 
er in the Koksilah river at that period 
to allow a volume to be directed into 
tho waters of Shawnigan lake large 
enough to keep the latter at normal 
level then there Is every likelihood 
that tho project will bo favorable re- 
ported. In such an event there is 
reason to believe that it will be un- 
dertaken and that the million dollars, 
or thereabouts, which the work will 
involve will bo spent in this neighbor- 
hood, an outlay which would bo im- 
measurably beneficial to the commun- 
ity as a whole.

The new schedule for tho Victoria- 
Vancouver-Seattle service of the 
steamer Princess Victoria, which will 
be commenced shortly prior to May 
24th (Victoria Day) will be announced 
shortly by the G'.\t\ R. steamship com- 
pany. The time upon which the fast 
ferry liner was operated last season 
will not bo changed, as was previous!/ 
announced. it was stated that the 
schedule would be changed this season 
so that the steamer would leave Van- 
couver for Victoria at i p.m. daily, 
arriving at 10 p.m. and leaving for 
Seattle at 11 p.m'., reaching there in 
the early morning. This course will 
not be taken, however, tho schedule 
for this season remaining the same as 
that given last season. 

The steamer Princess Victoria will 
leave Victoria daily for six days of 
each week at 7.30 a.m., arriving at 
Vancouver at noon, and will leave 
again for Victoria at 1 p.m., arriving 
at 5 p.m. The time of leaving for Se- 
attle, to which port the steamer will 
run every seven days a week, has not 
been definitely determined. The steam- 
er will probably leave at 6.30 p.m. or 
6.45 p.m., arriving at Seattle at 10.30 
p.m., sailing shortly afterward for 
Victoria. rind' .arriving in the early 
morning. 

Steamer Charmer will be placed on 
an alternate schedule with the steam- 
er Princess Victoria on the Victoria- 
Vancouver route. Tiie Charmer will 
handle all the freight, and will also 
handle part of the passenger trade. 
The steamer Is now being operated on 
the Vancouver route. The Charmer 
was Impressed for the service to carry 
overflow freight from Vancouver ow- 
ing to the great increase of the local 
freight receipts. , 

Capt. Troupe, superintendent of the 
C. P. R. coast steamship service, said 
yesterday that the business of Victoria 
was increasing so much and freight 
receipts accumulating so that the car 
ferry barge was unable to accomodate 
all the cars. Consequently the steam- 
er Charmer had been placed in ser- 
vice to bring the excess shipments, all 
carload lots that would otherwise have 
come by ferry to Victoria. The Charm- 
er arrived yesterday afternoon • from 
tho mainland, with a full cargo of 
mixed freight. The new ferry barge, 
which is considerably larger than tho 
Transfer, now in service, is expected 
to bo completed shortly. This craft 
is being completed by the Victoria 
machinery depot. A, steel tug( about 
tho size of the tug Czar, Is being built 
at the -B. C. Marl no railway to tow. the 
new barge between Vancouver and:' 
Ladysmlth.' 

It Is expected that the Alaska 
Steamship company will place the 
steamer Iroquois on the Victoria- 
Seattle route In the stead of the Indi- 
anapolis, which Is to be placed on the 
Seattle-Tacoma service, pending the 
arrival and remodelling of the steam- 
er Chippewa, .which is expected to ar- 
rive shortly. The Chippewa was at 
Acapuco last week, and has not yet 
been reported from San Diego. The 
steamer is to be converted into an oil 
burner, this work' involving about two 
months, and in the meantime the, Iro- 
quois will cover tho route. It "Is "ex- 
pected tho Alaska S. company's 
steamer will alternate with the Prin- 
cess Victoria on the Sound route, al- 
though no arrangement has been made 
between the two companies, which are 
reported to be disagreeing over the 
Sound business. In fact it was ex- 
pected a short time ago that a rate 
war would be started between the rival 
lines. As a largely increased travel 
is expected this season, though, II. is 
improbable that any extreme steps will 
be taken.

pay the price. It Is this that is hurt- 
ing them. It is not the lack of horses, 
but, like everything else, the price has 
been raised. Mr. Bryce also acknowl- 
edged, however, that the number of 
horses on tho market was not as large 
as formerly, this being the result of 
the increased" population in the West, 
and also to' the great activity In tho 
lumbering camps. In former years,, 
said Mr. Bryce, It was possible to go 
across to Oregon and get a car of 
good ones, but this is Impossible at 
present. Tho manner In which t)., 
country has been taken up by farm- 
ers, makes it 'necessary that every onl 
of them should have good horses Iij 
order to work their fields. This has 
naturally had some effect on the 
market. 

The greatest cause of tho present 
shortage, however, said Mr. Bryce' Is 
the lumber camps. It was only a few 
years ago that the lumber camps com- 
menced to drain the supptv of horses, 
and once the demand for lumber start- 
ed every owner of timber limits was 
after horses, to log the section. "Why," 
said Mr. Bryce, "wher e I got my last 
carload, .no less . than ten cars have 
been sent tnto the lumber districts. 
The districts around Arrow lakes and 
the Crow's Nest are always willing to 
take, all the horses that can bo sent 
along, but despite, this if a person. wants 
to get a good team he can got it if he 
pays the price." . 

J. Heaney was. of the opinion that to 
secure a good horse it would b e neces- 
sary to pay a sum far In excess 6) 
anything that had been paid in the 
past. To secure a team of horses 
weighing about 1,750 to 1,900 pounds 
a person has to lay out considerably 
more money than is comfortable. Mr 
Heaney explained that within tho pas^ 
few weeks he visited Vancouver in 
hopes that he might get a heavy horse 
to match one already In his possession. 
He was unable to get one for less thatf 
$150, and It was not such a horse as 
he wanted. It was not heavy enough, 
and was not in good condition. To get 
a horse to work in Victoria ho must 
be perfectly sound and weigh about 
1.S0O, otherwise ho will not do for thet 
business. If the hors can bo secured 
tho price asked will nlmost be prohi- 
bitive. When asked the reason for the 
shortage, Mr. Heaney gave the same 
explanation as Mr. Bryce, that it was 
duo largely to the increased population 
of the West. 

It is not only the old residents that 
have realized that horses are s.iarco in 
Victoria, and Mr. Thomas, a rodent ar- 
rival from the Nortnwest has already 
disposed of a carload in Victoria. He 
has now en route to Victoria I wo car' 
loads of horses, and expects to sell 
thorn very fast. Included in the ship- 
ment will be heavy draft horses, light 
draft, driving and saddle horses. He 
has also purchased three racer/:, which 
will accompany the outfit, and will in 
all probability take part Ir. the races 
to bo held at tho drivings park next 
month.

SCARCITY OF HORSES 
CAUSES iCOHlENCE 



Men in Teaming Business Find 
it Hard to Get Good 
Animals 



Tin; question of providing sufficient 
heavy draft horses to meet the demand 
in this city is one that Is puzzling the 
truck and dray men of Victoria. At 
present it is almost Impossible to 
secure a hcrse of any size without pay- 
ing an exorbitant price, and the truck 
and dray mcr. are loath to pay more 
for a horse than what thoy ca'n got 
out of him. In past years It has been 
tho custom of 'the local dealers to visit. 
Washington and Oregon and pick up a. 
carload, but this is . now Impossible, 
and as a matter of fact requests have 
been received from . these states for 
Victoria horses. The Northwest is in 
the same condition, and although 
horses can bo secured they are not of 
the class that would meet the require- 
ments of a Victoria driver. The prices 
asked by owners w»o have horses to 
dispose of are extremely high; and a 
purchaser can hardly take the chance 
of buying in the Hast and shipping to 
Victoria. The risk Is too great. At 
present It Is almost Impossible to got 
a good heavy team . of horses under 
$900. Although the price of a team 
runs all tho way from 8600 to $000, 
those which are sold at the lowest 
figure are not what can bo called good 
horses.

A LETTER FROM MR. DRURY.

Teiuplonian, even going no far 
us to Intimate' that Victoria "would have 
been no worse' off If it had been disfran- 
chised, so far aa the House of Commons 
Is concerned, four years ago." You con- 
clude t lie editorial by stating Hint "the 
only tangible and visible reward to Vic- 
toria for Its adhesion to the principles of 
political virtue, as they are understood at 
Ottawa, are a senntorshlp for Mr. Riley 
and a portfolio for Mr. Templcninn." ' 

It would be well If every .•'constituency, 
while giving local matters due considera- 
tion, wonid nevertheless base its chief 
grounds for supporting or opposing a gov- 
ernment upon questions of general policy 
viewed from a liroad nntlonal standpoint, 
rather tlinn making questions of local ma- 
terial advantage the governing principle, 
as Is, unfortunately, too much the rule. 

But, viewed from the latter standpoint, 
permit me to mention a few "tangible and 
visible" things that have been accom- 
plished for Victoria l>y Hon. Mr. Temple- 
man and Senator 'Riley. 

Wo nil know how strongly Victoria 
wanted tlsh traps, and this was brought 
about only by the most strenuous efforts 
of our Ottawa repreaenti'tiTps against op- 
posing Interests, and as a result we have 
already two canneries here, with the In- 
dustry yet in Its Infancy. 

Again, Victoria has been saddled for 
yeain with the ovpense of maintain lac, the 
leper station, but Messrs. Templemun and 
Riley had tho city relieved from this obli- 
gation, and also got the Ottawa govern- 
ment to hand over to Victoria a check for 
$10,000 Hint, had been expended In former 
years In that connection. 

Then, again, the filling In of the .Tames 
May Hats hau saved Victoria an expendi- 
ture of over .?lO0,00O, which Is a clean jrlft 
to the city and would otherwise have come 
out of the pockets of the ratepayers. It 
required very strong Influence to have the 
dredge taken away from urgent govern- 
ment work to do this tilling, which was 
not a government: work at all, but strictly 
a municipal work, and which the city of 
Victoria received ns a free gift. 

•It is n very easy thing to sneer over 
tills matter and coin phrases about "Riley 
and th(! dredge," but. the fact that the 
city -finds It: so comparatively expensive 
to do even the small amount iif top-tilling 
that Is still Tcqulrcd, shows that. It would 
have been a -very serious 'proposition If the 
dredge had not come to the rescue of the 
city. 

Another ninltcr that deeply concerned 
this city w.'iii aids to navigation, and this 
mutter has received substantial recogni- 
tion. Large sums of money have been 
voted for currying out these Improvements, 
and every reasonable requirement In tills 
respect has been provided for, and Is In 
course of construction and completion. 

Then, coming to our harbor, it is most 
gratifying to know, that a new and thor- 
oughly up-to-date dredge Jh now heln.c 
huill, which", when put In operij*loni will 
be capable of doing most effective work, 
and enable the harbor to be made one of 
the best on the coast.

Financiers Organizing Project 
Trans-Australian Railway 
Service via Siberia

' A lino of British steamers is to take 
tho placo oC the abandoned Oceanic 
steamship service between San Fran- 
cisco and Australia. Andrew Weir, 
head o£ tho big British ship owning 
firm of Andrew Weir & Co., who is 
now visiting the Pacific coast, and is 
expected in Victoria shortly, has tak- 
en advantage of the opening for trade 
caused by the withdrawal of tho Oce- 
anic steamers Sonoma, Ventura and 
Sierra from tho Colifornla- Australia 
line and in August his company will 
establish a line consisting of tho 
steamers Foreric, Tymeric and Gy- 
merlc, which will give a monthly ser- 
vice. Tho lino will bo called tho 
Australian mail line and will be man- 
aged by Andrew Weir, with Frank 
AVaterhouso & Co., of Seattle, as Pa- 
cific coast agents. It is probable that 
tho lino may extend its service to 
Seattle. As tho steamers are all un- 
der British register they will bo un- 
able to carry freight between two 
United States ports and consequently 
will bo barred from tho Honolulu 
trade. They are freight steamers, 
none being fitted with passenger ac- 
commodation, and '•onsoo.uently will 
not bo able to compete with the Can- 
adian-Australian lino for the passen- 
ger traffic. 

Many developments In other dircc- 
tions are taking place which affect 
Victoria in connection with tho Atls 
tralian trade. Not only are steps be- 
ing taken to improve tho Canadian- 
Australian line, for which the new 
liner Mlrafna is being built in Eng- 
land, by the addition of other vessels 
to cnablo two trl-weekly services be- 
ing given via New Zealand, but other 
routes are being advocated for the 
carriage of mails. 

At tho .present time tho energies of 
some influential financiers in London 
England, are being brought to tho de- 
velopment of a rail and steamhip ser- 
vico from London ' to Australia via 
Siberia to bring Adelaide, South Aus- 
tralia, within twenty days communi- 
cation from London. 

This route comprises an ambitious 
scheme; it requires a new transcon 
tlnental railway to traverse Australia 
from Adelaide on tho south coast to 
Port Darwin on the north, a steam- 
ship service from Port Darwin in 
North Australia to Port Arthur in the 
Yellow Sea, thence by the South Man- 
churia and Trans-Siberian railways 
and connecting services to London. It 
is stated that tho promoters of this 
project have already secured a con 
nection from tho Russian government 
for tho duplication of the Russian 
railway through Siberia and steps will 
be taken shortly to build this line. 
The distance, botween Port Darwin 
and Port Arthur is to be covered by 
competing lines, which will establish 
regular steamers for the trade. 

Another now project for steamship 
connection with Australia recently 
carried out which will give competi- 
tion to. tho Canadian- Australian line 
in as far as the shipments from the 
east are concerned, is a line estab- 
lished between New York and Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, giving freight 
service exclusively. This line, whose 
steamer TrautenfelJ, left New York 
on April 20 to inaugurate the service 
botween New York and Fremantle, 
Adelaide, Melbourne, Brisbane, and 
Sydney, is being operated by a new 
and powerful shipping combination, 
consisting of one British and two Gor- 
man steamship companies, which will 
jointly run a lino of cargo steamers. 
The parnera in the new organization 
are the Tyser lino, Limited (Tyser & 
Co.), of London, the German Hansa 
Steamship company of Bremen, and 
tho German-Australian Steamship 
company of Hamburg, tho combined 
'fleets of which number considerably 
over 100 modern cargo carriers. 

The object of the new combination 
which is to bo known us the United 
Tyser lino, is to establish a regular 
three-weekly service between New 
York and Sydney and Melbourne, a 
six-weekly service between Now York 
and Fremantle, Adelaide and Brisbane, 
and a six-weekly service between New 
York and New Zealand ports. One 
of tho features of tho new service is 
to bo promptness of despatch, and 
tho schedule times arc to bo adhered 
to at all costs. 

Hitherto the Tyser line has conduct- 
ed a six-weekly service between New 
York and Sydney, Melbourne, and 
New Zealand and ports, but it Is ..the 
intention of the now company to de- 
c-patch vessels overy three weeks — the 
Fremantle, Adelaide and Brisbane, ser- 
vice alternating with tho New Zealand 
service, Ah all tho vessels on both 
of these linos will call at Sydney and 
Melbourne, tho two principal states 
will enjoy a 21 days' service. 

The Trautenfols will be followed 
from tho American port on May 11 by 
the Tyser company's Hawkes Bay, a 
steamer of 4,583 tons, and the third 
sailing will bo that nf tho German- 
Australian Steamship company's 
steamer Itzehoo, of 5,134 tons, 'on 
Juno 1.

Tho business done with the ports of 
the northwest coast is groat. Thoro 
are many logging camps, mines and 
other industries, and a brick trado is 
done, much of which is now done with 
Vancouver. It Is expected that with 
equal opportunity Victoria merchants 
will now secure much of this trade, j 

It had been intended to placo the 
steamer Queen City in northern wa- 
ters, with headquarters at Port Es- 
sington, where freight for Port Ru- 
pert, Skldegato and other Queen 
Charlotte Island ports would be trans- 
shipped, but tho needs of the Rivers 
Inlet route via northeast coast ports 
proved greater than those of tho 
north, which business will still be 
handled by tho regular steamers. 



THE MACKENZIE LINE 

Henriotte Will Arrive Sunday to Load 
Lumber for White Pass Railway 

Steamer Henrlette, of tho Macken- 
zie Steamship company, will arrive 
on Sunday to load a cargo of lumber 
at tho Sayward mills for tho White 
Pass & Yukon Railway company, and 
the steamer Haldis will probably ar- 
rive on Monday to load cargo for tho 
north. It is not definitely decided 
whetlier tho Haldis will be sent to 
load, or one of tho small freighters 
of tho Mackenzie company will be 
sent hero for tho freight, which would 
bo loaded on tho HaldU at Vancou- 
ver. 

Tho Mackenzie Steamship company 
will establish a regular freight service 
to Skagway from British Columbia 
ports, commencing next Thursday. Tho 
steamers Henrlette, Haldis and Hal- 
vard, each of which are exclusively 
freight carriers, will bo placed on a 
regular eight-day schedule. Tho ser 
vice will bo commenced with tho sail 
Ing of tho Haldis, leaving Vancouver 
next Thursday. 

Arthur Heathorn, traveling freight 
agent of the line, who was in Victoria 
yesterday, stated that it was proble- 
matical whether tho steamers would 
bo sent to Victoria as was intended 
Tho local merchants are not offering 
as much patronage as was expected, 
and tho steamers may be sent direct 
from Vancouver. If sufficient induce- 
ment Is given, however, tho Victoria 
call will be made regularly. 

The Mackenzie company has a num 
ber of contracts for freight carrying 
and is operated in connection with tho 
White Pass & Yukon railway. Four 
of tho more prominent shipping mines 
of the Alaska coast have given con- 
tracts for ore carrying to the Mac- 
kenzie lino. _ Tho Mount Andrews 
mine, on Prfnco of Wales Island, 
which mines 4,000 tons of ore each 
month, ships by the company's steam- 
ers to tho Crofton smelter, and tho 
Brown Alaska, located near Ketchi- 
kan, also ships regularly to Crofton, 
while the Sulzer and Omar mines on 
Prince of Wales island ship to Lady- 
smith. On every southbound trip 
the steamers bring from 1,500 to 2,500 
tons of ore to the Vancouver island 
smelters. 



PRESIDENT AT BAY CITY 

New Pacifio Coast Liner Has Reached 
San Francisco from Philadelphia 

Steamer President, the now liner 
built at Philadelphia for the Pacific 
Coast Steamship company, has ar- 
rived at San Francisco after a run of 
■49 days from the Atlantic port. Dur- 
ing tho run of 13,180 miles but one 
stop was made, at Puntas Arenas, in 
tho Straits of Magellan. The Presi- 
dent will remain at tho Golden Gato 
until Tuesday, when she will leave for 
Seattle. After making ono . trip to 
Capo Nome In Juno tho steamer will 
bo placed on the Seattlo-Victoria-Sau 
Francisco route, and will run regu- 
larly from Victoria to Snn Francisco. 
Tho President is tho first merchant 
steamer on tho Pacific coast to bo 
fitted with wireless telegraphy. 

Mr. Isbell is manager for his com- 
pany, tho Paclfic-Massio, and to se- 
cure tho best possiblo results in his 
pioneer vessel proposed to operate the 
machine himself for a few months. 
A private station midway between 
Seattle and San Francisco is in pros- 
pect, and a daily paper on tho Presi- 
dent is a probability. Personal mes- 
sages can also bo transmitted from 
the vessel at any time during the 
trip. 

The wireless apparatus, under tho 
guidance of Arthur A. Isbell, has per- 
formed marvels since the vessel 
cleared. AVhen off tho island of Porto 
Rico Mr. Isbell succeeded in establish- 
ing connections with Brooklyn navy 
yards, 1,500 miles away. His machine 
is a three kilowatt instrument and is 
much larger than is now in use on 
any but a few of tho now battleships 
Just before arrival in San Francisco, 
Isbell reported tho ship at Mare 
island navy yard from a distance of 
900 miles.

Shanghai Shipping Man Talks of Pos- 
sibilities of Eastern Business 



NEW TRADE ROUTE 

New Service of Queon Citv Opens 
New Ports to Local Merchants 

Tho placing of tho steamer Queen 
City on tho east coast route, as was 
announced a few days ago in these 
columns, opens many now ports to lo- 
cal merchants. In the past no direct 
communication from Victoria to Se- 
eholt, Buccaneer Bay, Pender Bay, 
bor, Van Anda, Lund, Shoal Bay, 
Rock Bay, Bear River, Salmon River 
and Tort Neville has existed, though 
tho steamers on the northern const 
route called at Alert Bay, Sointula 
(Malcolm Island), Fort Rupert, Hardy 
Bay and Rivers Inlet, Tho ports 
mentioned were reached via tho 
Union Steamship company's vessels 
sailing from Vancouver. Ther6 is 
a large trade with the ports of the 
const botween Victoria and Hardy 
Bay, and to allow Victoria merchants 
having an opportunity to secure their 
share of tills trado on equal terms 
with their competitors, the C. P. R. 
lias placed the stormier Queen City on 
th]3 routo in opposition to tho, Union 



Konrad Furburton, representing 
Wallom & Co., of Shanghai, is visit- 
ing British Columbia and Puget 
Sound ports on business for his com- 
pany, which has Its head offices in 
Shanghai and other offices in Hong 
Kong, with agencies in the principal 
Japanese cities. Last year it had 140 
steamers In the coasting trado in 
China and at present several large 
steamers are engaged on trans-Pa- 
cific routes. Mr. Furburton gave 
some interesting Information in regard 
to the possibilities of expansion of 
tho trade between this country and 
the Orient. 

"China will take principally flour 
and lumber," ho stated. "Heretofore 
'.ho Chinese have existed principally 
on rice, but are taking to flour, and 
until this cereal Is grown In their 
own country will have to Import it. 
Tho quantity bought In America is 
constantly becoming larger, and I 
nm pleased to seo that Canadian flour 
is among tho brands. There Is no 
reasdn why Canada should not re- 
ceive a large portion of the trade. 
Most of the lumber now Is shipped 
from American mills, and we have 
two steamers, the Oscar II, and the 
Hercules, to carry cargoes from Port 
Blakely and Bcllingham." 

Railways aro going ahead in China, 
and when means of transportation 
are afforded, there will be great vol- 
Sechucn has a population of 09,000,- 
S echuen has a population of 09,000,- 
000 people, Is rich in resources, but is 
so shut off from the world that com- 
paratively llttlo Is done. Owing to 
rapids In the rivers the district is dif- 
ficult of access, but with a railway 
this territory will bo tapped. This 
province is bigger than Germany. 

Belgian capital oporates a lino be- 
tween Peking and Hankow and con 
trolls tho routo between Tsingtau and 
Hainan. Americans had the conces 
slon to build from Canton to Han 
kow, but they sold out to Chinese for 
57,000,000, making a mint of money. 
Tiiero Is a small lino running from 
Shanghai to Sangshui, a run of two 
hours only, and this is paying won- 
derfully. In fact, all the lines are 
paying, and this on limited business. 
The English have tho prlvilego of 
constructing lines in tho Yang-tse 
valley, which is a fertile country. 

"Shipping on tho Chinese coast is 
steadily growing," Mr. Furburton re- 
marked, "tho throo principal coun- 
tries in tho trado being England, 
Germany and Norwav, our firm being 
of tho latter, with offices in Chris- 
tianas. Tho Japanese are active, build- 
ing their own ships and their prin- 
cipal characteristics being tho cutting 
of rates." 

Mr. Furburton will establish either 
a branch or an agency of his house 
on this side of tho Pacific. This has 
become necessary because of the busi- 
ness that Is offering, and the expan- 
sion that is expected. 



FROM THE ORIENT 

Steamer Yangtzse, of Blue Funnel 
Lino, Expected Saturday 

Steamer Yangtzse, of the Blue Fun 
nel line, which left Liverpool on 
March 2, and after calling at Col 
ombo, Singapore, I-long Hong, Mojl 
nnd Kobe, left Yokohama on May £ 
for this port. Is expected to nrrivt 
on Saturday with S00 tons of general 
cargo. Steamer Lyra, of tho Boston 
Tugboat company, which Is making 
her last voyage from the far east, is 
expected on Wednesday from Manila 
via ports. Tho Lyra will unload 25( 
tons of general cargo at this port. She 
is to bo placed in tho Seattle-Nome 
servico by Scubach & Hamilton, who 
havo chartered the Lyra, Pteiades and 
Hyudes for three years. Steamer 
Oanfa, which landed part of her crew 
at William Head on her way in, is 
expected to call at tho quarantine sta 
tion today on her way to Tacoma from 
Vancouver to pick up some of the de- 
tained sailors. Tho Oanfa may call 
hero on her outward trip for a second 
shipment of whale oil. She has al 
ready 300 tons on board. Tho steamer 
Is to sail on Wednesday next for Liv 
qrpool via ports. 

Steamer Riojun Maru, of the Nippon 
Ynseri Kalsha; which left Yokohama 
on April 27 with 31 passengers and 
about 300 tons pf cargo for this port, 
is duo here on Monday. The Riojun 
Maru is in command of Capt. Lapralk, 
who is well-known In tills port. Tho 
steamer, which was formerly In the 
Yokohama-Bombay servi.ee of the 
Japanese company, is filling tho place 
of tho Hitachi Maru, which was built 
for this line, but afterward transfer- 
red to the European fleet of the 
N. Y. K. 

Tho Kaga Maru, which is following 
tho Riojun Maru, will be the first of 
tho vessels bringing shipments of the 
new Japanese tea crop. The Kaga 
Maru is scheduled to arrlvo at Shim- 
izu on Sunday to load tea. She is 
the first of tho fleet to make tho call 
this season at the port whence tea 
shipments are made. Shimlzu was 
opened to trade last season by the 
Japanese government. 

SKEENA IS RISING 

Period of Hot Weather Causes Flood 
on Northern River 

Steamer Mount Royal, of tho Hud- 
son's Bay company, Is expected to 
roach Port Esslngton today from 
1-Iazelton, coming down river In con- 
siderably faster time than was occu- 
pied on tho up trip. Owing to low 
yater tho trip to Hazalton occupied 
eight days, but tho down trip will be 
made in quick time, as the steamer Is 
coming down stream on the rising 
flood. A period of intensely hot 
Weather has prevailed over tho en! Ire 
Skeena river watershed. This is the 
first high temperature of tho season. 
As a result tho Skeena river is rising 
rapidly to the spring flood stage, and 
owing to tho enormous quantities of 
snow in tho hills it is expected by 
river men that tho high water stage 
will bo prolonged more than usual this 
year. When the river is high steam- 
ers cannot pass through Kitsalas can- 
yon, and so during the flood time nav- 
igation Is always suspended. 

Tho Hudson's Bay company officials 
havo received advices from tho north 
to the effect that it Is' probable that 
the last sailing of tho steamer Mount 
Royal from Port. Esslngton to Hazel- 
ton until floods havo receded will be 
on Saturday, when she will make con 
nections at Port Esslngton with the 
steamer Princess May, which left 
hero Wednesday night.

There Is no necessity for these, in 
fact, for the fish as it Is towed In Is sold 
to tho wholesale dealer, who takes charge 
of It, cuts It up und retails It mostly at 
meat (for consumption in Japanese homes 
where It Is much esteemed as an article of 
diet.

I 
may add that I should never fear to 
buy timber limits in - the British Col- 
umbia market for tho reason that I 
feel sure the government will deal ab- | 
solutely fairly with the question of' 
royalties. They will ' take Into con- 
sideration all matters germane to the 
subject of tho market value of tim- 
ber and will deal with discriminating 
fairness." 

"Is there anything In the quality 
of British Columbia timber that will 
in the reasonably near future .give it 
a place at the top of the 'market val- 
ues?" Mr. Scanlan was as.ked. 

"As to fir, no," ho replied, "but as 
to cedar, yes. Your fir here is not 
better than that of the whole Pacific 
Northwest, but you have more of it. 
Your cedar, however, Is of a superior 
quality and will command a high 
price. All the timber of the North- 
west Is of such a quality that it will 
bring the highest price in the world's 
markets, yours among the rest." 

Mr. Scanlan's visit to British Col- 
umbia this time will last about a 
month, and ho expects to close im- 
portant deals for his firm. He knows 
the province thoroughly and can place 
Ills linger on tho map at the points 
where its most valuable timber, min- 
eral and other resources are to be 
found. He is well pleased with his 
dealing here so far and expects to re- 
main a firm friend of the Canadian 
people. ■

"What is the best course to pursue 
In the selection of a site for the new 
Victoria West school?" This Is a 
question which residents of the dis- 
trict mentioned arc asking each other; 
and their uncertainty has arisen bo- 
cause of the difficult problem with 
which they are confronted. After 
strugglng tor years, they have been 
voted the money necessary for the 
construclon of a new, modern build- 
ing for public school purposes. Now, 
as it was put by one of_those inter- 
ested yesterday, it was a question 
whether the desired site on the Song- 
hecs Indian reserve would be available 
for some time. The Dominion gov- 
ernment had evidenced a disposition 
to decline to issue a lease on any part 
of the property held by the Indians, 
assuming- the attitude that it was bet- 
ter to leave everything having to do 
with the disposal of the lands in statu 
quo uhtil after the settlement of all 
details in connection with the removal 
and rehabilitation of the natives. 

"How do you think the matter 
should be dealt with?" was a ques- 
tion which a representative of the 
Colonist asked Phil R. Smith, a proni- 
nent member of the district associ- 
ation. "I think," ho replied, "that if 
we can't get on the reserve now, "we 
should wait yet a little while long' 
Just a few minutes ago, 1 expressed 
myself in that way to the architect 
of the new school building. I should 
like to have a meeting of the Victoria 
West association called for next Mon- 
day or Tuesday, when the pros and 
cons of the question might be discuss- 
ed and some unanimous policy decid- 
ed upon. In this way the hands of 
the school board would be strengthen- 
ed and the residents of Victoria West 
would be given an opportunity of put- 
ting themselves on record. There is 
no doubt in my mind that the present 
school site would be most unsatisfac- 
tory for the now structure. As you 
know, it -is located in a low-lying 
basin. Tills makes the drainage bad, 
in fact it might almost be said that 
the situation Is unsanitary. Willie 
the grounds arc central enough we 
Want to get the children away from 
there, and the sooner the better. Be- 
sides the area at our disposal is not. 
large enough to permit the carrying 
out of the plans which had been form- 
ulated in connection with the contem- 
plated building. If it wore possible to 
got on the reserve all difficulties 
would be overcome. That would be 
central, and there would be plenty of 
room. The idea, as you are probably 
aware, is to establish the section of 
the reserve which the provincial and 
municipal authorities have agreed to 
allow the Victoria West district, up- 
on the settlement of the whole ques- 
tion, an extensive, park and recreation 
ground. The construction of. a band- 
some school building with beautifully 
laid out lands adjoining, would add 
considerably towards the attractive- 
ness of the place,' and go a long waj; 
in the way of realizing tiie 
of the majority of those who have the 
interests of the district at heart. In 
view of all the circumstance's l am of 
the opinion, despite the delay which 
has already occurred, that it would be 
best to defer the matter for the pres- 
ent in order that the building and its 
environments may be a credit to the 
section concerned." 

Much the same opinion was ex- 
pressed by J. Mable, another well 
known resident of Victoria West, 
when approached. Ho did not think 
that the present site was imiltuble for 
the building of a permanent school. 
The strongest objection which he had 
to it was that it was unsanitary. 
Then the grounds were not large 
enough, even if all that now used by 
the children were available. But ho 
didn't think that the whole of the 
area was owned by the school au- 
thorities, so that, it such an alterna- 
tive were considered, it would bo 
found that there was oven less space 
than was generally estimated. There 
was no spot! in his opinion, through- 
out Victoria West better adapted for 
the school than some section of the 
reserve. There tlio best possible san- 
itary arrangements would bo made; 
tlio structure could bo set in the 
midst of an environment in keeping 
with its architectural beauties, and 
those attending would have the ad- 
vantages of ti fine open playground 
and, perhaps, of an attractive park 
adjoining. He advised that, it a por- 
tion of the reserve land could not be 
procured immediately, that tlio school 
board wait another year, at least, be- 
fore considering any other project. 

"Most assuredly lot us wait," was 
the advice of A. E. Wade, of the B. C 
Saddlery company, another public- 
spirited resident of Victoria West. He 
also said that there was no other suil- 
able site available, than that which 
had been proposed on the Indian re-

servo. The property on which the 
school in use was situated was out of 
tho question. It wasn't big enough by 
one-half, and, in addition, it was low 
lying and therefore unhealthy, It 
would be most unwise to consider for 
a minute placing a permanent struc- 
ture there. As for another place, 
apart from the reserve, he didn't think 
any suitable property could be found 
oven if the money necessary to make 
a purchase of land as well as to con- 
struct the new building were avail- 
able. Ho thought that the school 
should occupy a place on what was 
now termed the Indian reserve. If 
that couldn't bo done immediately, 
then it was his opinion that definite 
action should be loft in abeyance 
ponding a settlement of the rehabillt 
ation of tho Indians elsewhere. 

T. Redding, when Interviewed, said 
that the consensus of opinion among 
residents of Victoria West was that 
tho reserve was tho only suitable 
place for the proposed new school. 
Personally ho did not sec whore else 
the structure could be satisfactorily 
located. There was no other site 
available. An odd lot could bo pur 
chased here and there, but it was al 
most impossible, in fact he doubted 
whether a block of land large enough 
could be procured elsewhere. That 
was supposing that the money which 
would be needed, in sucli an event 
wero available. The present site 
could not be considered. It was low 
and swampy, cess pools drained into 
It, and altogether it was most unsan- 
itary and. poorly adapted for the loca 
tion of an institution which would bo 
attended by practically all tho cliil 
dren of the district. Ho thought that 
nothing should be done until some 
place on the reserve could bo utilized, 
Then and only then would tho resi- 
dents of Victoria West be satisfied. 

"Where do you think the Victoria 
West school should be erected?" asked 
a Colonist representative of T. Gold, 
another citizen of the western section 
or Victoria. "Upon tho highest ele- 
vation of the Indian reserve," was the 
prompt reply. "Would vou advise 
that the new building should be erect- 
ed on the present school site?" wus 
the second query. "No, by no means,"
